JAPAN. 
—o— 
YOKOHAMA. 

Advices from this port by the present mail extend to the 26th 
June. No later outward mail than that of April 23 had been re- 
ceived, but that of May 7 was hourly expected. The Japan Times 
summary of news is as follows :— 

We announced in our last the capture of Esashi and Matemai 
by the Imperial troops and the subsequent advance upon Hako- 
dadi. We have not yet heard of the fall of the last stronghold of 
the rebels, but have little doubt that it is by this time in the 
hands of the Mikado’s general. An attack was made on the 9th 
inst. ite the outposts of the place, when the village of Uragawa 
was taken after some severe fighting, in which the Imperial fleet 
was able to take an efficient share ; and had the Imperial troops 
at once followed up their success, they could have, in the opinion 
of competent judges on board H.M. Pearl, then lying off Hako-. 
dadi, made themselves masters of the place without difficulty. 
This seems to have been the opinion also of M. Brunet and his com- 
panions, who deserted their piratical friends in the course of the 
night and sought refuge on board H.I.M. Coe¢logon, which appeared 
to have been waiting for them. She left the next day, and ar- 
rived here on the 15th instant. Another Frenchman, who had: 
been wounded and taken prisoner, and sent down to Yedo, was 
demanded of the Government by M. Outrey, the French Minister, 
and the whole were despatched to Saigon in H.ILM. Dupleir on 
the 19th. Of their conduct there is no need for us to speak, 
peceuay as they are not here, nor at liberty ; what engagement 

as been given to the Mikado’s Government that they shall be 
duly punished is not known. If general opinion and, we may 
add, general experience are worth anything, they will not be 
punished at all ;, but we must}wait awhile before giving credence 
to the statements freely made to that effect. ‘The whole affair is 
sufficiently disgraceful to all concerned in it, without our antici- 
pating too readily another stain on the tricolour. . 

Our latest dates from Hakodadi is by H.M. Dove, which left on 
the 16th. Skirmishing was still going on, and the town not taken 
the apparent intention of the attacking force being to surround 
the fae completely before going in upon it, so as to prevent any 
of the rebels escaping into the country to give farther trouble. 
It was feared the town would be fired by its occupants as soon as 
an assault was made. 

The financial difficulties of the Government are apparently as . 
great as when we last wrote, which cannot be wondered at when 
we consider the heavy expenses of this expedition to the North; 
and its obstinate progression towards national bankruptcy, in 
spite of all advice, is, we regret to say, to the full as great. Since 
our igsue of the 13th proclamation has been made ordering that 
kinsats (the inconvertible paper money issued last year at Osaka) 
shall be a legal tender here as well asthere. The last operation of 
the Government has been the issue of an edict in Yedo notifying 
that necessaries of life, such as rice, fish, &c., may be suld only for 
kinsats,an attempt evidently to popularise the issue among the — 
common people. Trade has, of course, been brought to a complete 
standstill, and it will not be difficult soon to show, from the results 
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of these pernicious measures, a sufficiently plausible reason for | 
our representatives to complain of breach of treaty, inasmuch as | 
“ free buying and selling” of commodities between “ all classes 
of Japanese” and ourselves will be interfered with. The | 
best friends of the new Government, who have advocated 
its cause during its struggle for power, and sympathised 
with its difficulties in the hour of its success, will at last be 
alienated from it, if its perseverance in its present suicidal course 
continues to threaten so nearly the extinction of our trade. That 
its financial difficulties are immense we know and admit, but that 
it cannot extricate itself from them without appealing to Foreign 
experience for aid and counsel it has yet to own. Unless the 
Jesson is soon learnt, there is no prospect before Japan but abso- 
Yute ruin and probably partition of its soil. The country has been 
opened to our commerce, and we shall take it in hand to develop 
ourselves, rather than allow it again to be closed against us. 

The expected visit of the Duke of Edinburgh in the Galatea 
seems to be attracting men-of-war of all nations to our harbour— 
at least we know of no other reason for such an assemblage as 
is shown in our local shipping lists. The U.S. Piscatagua, a fine 
frigate, and the N.G. corvette Medusa, are the most noticeable ad- 
ditions to the anchorage. A couple of Austrian vessels are also 
daily expected, and several more Americans, we are told, will be 
here in July. 

The weather has been very pleasant and remarkably cool for 
this season of the year; in fact, the rice crop now requires some 
heat. Other cereals have been successfully harvested, and we are 

lad to hear good accounts from the surrounding silk districts. 
We shall shortly have reports on our most important staple from 
parts more remote, for, besides the Italian Minister's party, whose 
expedition westward we mentioned last mail, another, under 
charge of Mr. Adams, Secretary of the English Legation, has gone 
up into Mybash and Sinchu. The reports of these commissioners 
are anxiously looked for. 

The following is from the Japan Herald :— 

The much vaunted Parliament, from which we were led to ex- 
pect so much, would appear, from all the information that reaches 
usas to its schemes, debates and influences, to be another of those 
extraordinary failures which the rulers of the nation have per- 
petrated since the commencement of the era of their Foreign in- 
tercourse with the outside world, and which have marked them 
out as a people most peculiar in the eyes of other nations. They 
have become possessed of Armstrong guns, Snider and Chassepot 
Tifles, frigates of war, fighting rams, arsenals, d&c., and beable 
actuated by the same impulses, felt that they must have a Parlia- 
ment, which having now, they know not what to do with, 
or how to control the thing they have created. Disdaining Foreign 
assistance and advice, they seem determined to continue in the 
folly of their ways until, with the country in a state of bank- 
ruptcy, trade paralysed, and themselves and their rule hated and 
despised, they plungo headlong into the universal ruin that thay 
have so wantonly brought about. The prices to the Foreigner of 
the necessaries of life are increasing in proportion as his chances, 
not of profit, but of livelihood, are decreasing, and what it is al] 
to come to we dare not predict. One idea is becoming very pre- 
valent amongst Foreign circles, which is, that it is high time for 
our Foreign representatives to interfere for the protection of the 
commerce of their respective nationalities, for the interest of which 
the treaties were framed ; and we are not sure that the idea is an 
unreasonable one. Our interests with Japan are purely commer- 
cial, and if these be not cared for in the spirit of the treaties 
which introduced us to these shores, we may as well pick up our 
“flags” and walk, and that at once. 

From Nagasaki the news is unimportant. Messrs. Maltby and 
Company’s new stone godown fell with a crash at eight o’clock on 
the morning of the llth of June. Luckily no one was hurt, but 
three Japanese who were passing along Main-street had a very 
MAITOW escape. 

THE LOSS OF THE “ HAYO-MARO.” 

We were able to givea brief account of the wreck of this steamer 
in our last, but fuller particulars have come to hand by the pre- 
sent mail. The Japan Times says :— 


The Hayo-maro was wrecked on the 17th of June, sonte seventy 
miles from Yokohama, on her way to Kobé. The Europeans on 
board were :—Mr. Margesson, a well-known China merchant ; Mr. 
Wainwright, of the Hiogo News; M. Jachimek, the Hungarian 
pianist, at whose concert half Yokohama attended a few weeks 
ago; Messrs. Kalle and Muller, two German gentlemen ; M. le 
Conde de Mouton, a Spaniard from Manila, and Mr. Cream. Of 
these, only the last two named escaped. Besides, there were four 
Chinese passengers, all saved, and some ten Japanese, of whom 
only two survive. Captain Hill, a popular and able commander, 
went down with?his vessel, and the second engineer, Mr. Watt, 
shares his fate. The first and second mates and the quartermaster 
Rt to shore, and the first engineer also, with a dislocated shoulder. 

@ majority of the crew, Chinamen and Japanese, were cqually 
fortunate, but in all, out of some sixty-five people, twenty-two 
have been lost. The disaster appears to be due, as in the case of 
the Wepaul in 1865, to skirting the well-known # Plymouth Rock ” 
too closely. A little after 8 p.m., when dinner was over, and pas- 
sengers and officers on deck were enjoying the hour after their 
meal, when the ship was going fourteen knots, and her engines 
making ninety-eight revolutions per minute, she struck upon the 
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same rock as the Mepaul. Apparently she went right over the 
rock, and went down almost immediately—according to the best 
information we can get, in seven minutes. Had the engines been 
at once reversed, so that the ship could have been retained in her 

sition on the rock, she might have remained suspended there 
ong enough to enable all in her to get away from her at leisure ; 
but it would seem that Captain Hill hoped to be able to run her 
ashore after clearing the point on which she was hanging, and di- 
rected his efforts to that end. Slightly built, however (she was 
originally constructed for a blockade runner in the American Civil 
War), her bottom was literally torn out of her, and she sank as 
soon as she got over into deep water, and has left not a wreck be- 
hind. One solitary bale of cotton is all that remains of her cargo. 
This must have gone up through her side, and was of some service 
in supporting the first mate, until, finding it rolling too much, he 
atandoned it for a floating spar. The way in which the European 
passengers met their death was pitiable. All except M. Jachimek, 
who would sot leave his cabin, were being lowered from the side 
of the sinking vessel in onefof the boats, and fully content with 
their position, the sea being smooth and shore within three miles 
of them, when one of the falls was cut or let go, it slipped through 
the block at the davit, and the boat, becoming instantly perpen- 
dicular, shot them all into the sea. M.le Conde de Mouton, a 
strong swimmer, struck out at once for shore, which he reached 
after being nearly two hours in the water; and Mr. Cream was 
ee up by the quartermaster’s boat, which, after landing her 

eight of Chinamen and Japanese, returned to look for survivors. 
from the wreck. Those of the crew who were saved had mostly 
reached the land in another boat. 

A correspondent adds the following :—“ When the news was 
brought up to Yokohama, the owners of the steamer, Messrs. Tex- 
tor and Co., procured another steamer, the Otago, and proceeded to 
the scene of the wreck. On board were several of the residents of 
Yokohama, who had had friends on the ill-fated steamer, and some 
surgeons from the men-of-war in the harbour. The Otago left Yo- 
kohama at eleven o'clock, and reached the Plymouth rocks at 
about one. Not a sign of the rock was visible 3 not @ spar, 
& rope, or a scrap of anything. Two boats were immediately 
lowered—one to go ashore with dry clothes and other comforts for 
the rescued (for with the exception of the two sailors first mentioned 
they had all remained at the village during the night), and to 
bring them tothe Otago. Ina little bight which formed the en- 
trance to the village were found a white gig, the boat that had 
done such good service in saving so many lives, and a bale of cot~ 
ton yarn, the only other sign of the wreck. The rock on which 
the vessel struck was found to be about six feet below water, and 
about 200 yards—certainly not more—to the eastward of the Ply— 
mouth rocks, with deep soundings all round it. When examined 
there were marks on the rock where the steamer had broken a 
piece off and smoothed off the surface. This rock is down on the 
old American charts ; but on the charts now in use—namely, the 
English Admiralty charts—the eastern neighbourhood of the Ply- 
mouth rocks is only marked shoal. But, at any rate, it is the uni— 
versal opinion among seafaring men that the captain—himeelf un- 
happily gone with the ship—had no business so near the rocks. A 
ore of days afterwards two gentlemen went down to the scene 
of the disaster and picked up one body—that of Mr. Jachimek, but 
otherwise the sunken steamer had made no sign.” 





OSAKA AND HIOGO. 

Our news from Hiogo and Osaka is as usual of no great im— 
portance. Perhaps the item most worthy of remark in either of 
the papers there received by the New York is a statement in the 
Hiogo News that some of the hill land at the back of the Settle- 
ment of Kobé is being brought into cultivation. A considerable 
acreage has been planted with mulberry trees, which are looking 
strong and healthy. There is no doubt that there is much waste 
land in Japan which could be thus usefully employed in increasing 
the export of silk. 

A substantial and handsome brick building is being erected at 
Kobé for the Hiogo and Osaka Club. A curious fatality seems to 
ordain that settlements should not be known by the name of 
the treaty ports. According to treaty, we ought to be dating our 
letters from Kanagawa instead of Vokohere: and now we read 
of the Hiogo and Osaka Club building its residence at Kobé. 

Osaka manifests an evident desire, however, to secede from the 
alliance. The Osaka merchants have lately attempted to have 
the name of their settlement removed from the title of the “ Hiogo 
and Osaka Market Report,” and, if the Osaka correspondent of 
the Hiogo ews may be believed, not without reason. He writes :— 

“Let any of your readers who question the policy of the seces- 
sionists refer to the Price Current and Market Report, published 
‘by authority’ of the ‘Hiogo and Osaka Chamber of Commerce,” 
and dated the 24th ultimo. They will there find it stated 
that the total deliveries at Kobé (Hiogo) and Osaka, of long, 
short, and Snider Enfield rifles, for the month ending the 21st ult. 
was fifteen stand. Now in Osaka alone I am convinced that fifteem 
hundred stand of the arms specified were delivered during the 
period in question, to say nothing of Spencer's, Henry's, and re- 
volvers. One house alone assures me that they delivered upwards 
of six hundred Enfields, and having personally been witness to 
the delivery of several hundred stan , I feel assured that the 
quantity named is considerably understated. I shall not enter 
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«nto the’ question of erroneous prices and estimates of stocks ; 
Pat whatarer the motives of the compilers of the Market Report 
may have been, it is plain that they are not doing Osaka justice. 

f course, if merchants at Osaka decline, as in. their present 
state of mind they are probably inclined to do, to give to the com- 
mittee of the report in Kobé the necessary statistics of their trade, 
the report must of necessity be incorrect; if they persist the 
Hiogo or Kobé merchants would do well to let their brethren go. 

The Hiogo News states the price of the Sultan, sold to Messrs. 
Aspinall, Cornes and Co. by the P. and O. Company, to have been 
0,000 dols. ; 
: Five Japanese have been caught at Osaka forging paper money. 
The chief of the gang is to be crucified and suffer execution by the 
spear, the others will be beheaded.

‘(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Suanewal, July 2. 

The P. and O. steamer Malacca arrived on the evening of the 
Zist ult. with the London mail of the 7th May and telegrams to 
the 23rd May. On the 24th a Chamber of Commerce telegram 
was received, via Kiachta, to the Ist ult., and by French mail of 
the 15th May we obtained, on the 29th ult., London telegrams to 
the 2nd June. 

On the 19th ult. the Austrian frigate Archduc Friedrich and 
corvette Donauw axrived with Admiral Baron von Petz, who is 
about to conclude treaties with China, Japan, and Siam. His Ex- 
cellency left for Tientsin in the Donawon the 26th ult. It is said that 
he will confine his efforts to obtaining the same provisions that are 
secured to other nations by the existing treaties. The Chinese are 
expected to insist on the insertion of a clause abolishing merchant- 
consuls, and for many reasons this would be a very advisable step. 
Wheaton’s “ International Law” has recently been translated into 
Chinese, but as yet the inadvisability of granting exequaturs to 
merchant-consuls is the only lesson they seem to have learned 
from it. But, findeed, this they had learned in practice long 
before Wheaton appeared in a native dress. 

The meeting of shareholders and members of the Shanghai 
Club, adjourned from the llth June, was held on the 2st. 
Amicable arrangements have after all been made. 
subscription are mot to be increased, but the charge for boarding 
is to be raised by 10 dols. per head, and bedrooms, instead of bein 
charged as heretofore at 20 dols. per month, are to be divided 
into two classes, for which 30 dols. and 25 dols. per month respec- 
tively will be charged. 

The Union Steam Navigation Company held its annual meet- 
ing on the 22nd ult. Full reports will be found in the papers. 
The following were the resolutions carried :—

“That the present directors be re-elected. 

“That Messrs. J. P. Bisset and William Mitchell be elected 
auditors for the coming year. 

“That all cheques s be signed by three directors and coun- 
tersigned by the general agents; and that the amount in the 
bank te kept in the name of the U.8.N. Company, and when the 
amount exceeds Tls.

‘“That clause 67 of the deed of settlement be altered in such a 
manner as to allow returns upon the contributions of freight by 
shareholders to be paid every six instead of every twelve months as 
formerly ; and as by the present wording of this clause the re- 
turn contribution is fixed at a third of the profit, it is advisable 
to make some further alteration, and that in future the return be 
fixed by the shareholders at the half-yearly meeting, but that in 
no case shail it be less than five per cent.; and that in future an 
interim dividend be made to the shareholders when the half- 
yearly meeting is held in November, should the directors consi- 
der that the profits of the preceding six months will allow of it. 

“That no more steamers be bought or contracted for until the 
directors have the sanction of the majority of the shareholders for 
doing so at a general or extraordinary meeting of directors.”

On the 23rd ult. a native carpenter employed at Farnham and 
Oo.’s Dock was shot dead by an Indian watchman, and another 
mative was seriously wounded. The preliminary investigation is 
now being held. On the day following the occurrence the Prefect 
of Shanghai, while on his way to hold the inquest on the body, 
was mobbed by an immense number of Ningpo carpenters, who 
demanded the immediate execution of the criminal. With much 
difficulty, and only after having beem forcibly rescued by the 
French police, the magistrate at length escaped. Next day he 
attended at the Supreme Court to listen to the evidence, but was 
too late. When rea oeag was met by the murdered man’s mo- 
ther, who refused to allow him to pass until the accused should 
be executed. The same scene occurred on the following day, the 
luckless Che Hien getting rid of the old woman only after extra- 


ordinary exertions, Popular feeling ia, after all, worth something 
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in China, although in general its expression can be tolerably well 


stifled. 
The Customs Returns for the quarter ended March 31 have just 


been published. They showa steady and in some cases astonish- 
ing increase in Foreign trade at the ports. Thus at Hankow 
“ the quantity of Gray Shirtings and T-Cloths which arrived during 


the quarter was in excess of the total importations for the years 
1863 and 1864.” Newchwang, however, has fallen off seriously in 
exports. 

ankow seems destined to acquire an unenviable reputation 
for destructive fires. The third for this year occurred on the 
23rd ult., resulting in the total destruction of between thirty and 
forty native houses on the north side of the town, close to the 
settlement. Fortunately no more than two lives were lost. The 
calamity originated in a hut, where an opium smoker dropped & 
few sparks into a heap of straw. The culprit is in custody. 

Our reports from Tientsin are reassuring. Moro than ordinary 
delay in restoration of business activity after the ccld season 
occurred this year, but our last advices inform us of a rapid 
advance in cotton goods, and of plentiful rain, which had for nearly 
a month been urgently wanted. 


(FROM ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT.) 


Suanauat, July 1st. 

There was a report here lately of 8 contemplated rebellion at 
Soochow, as well as a rising in the native city of Shanghai. 
Both rumours were incorrect, but it es that a rising was in- 
tended at Soochow for the purpose of plunder, without any ulterior 
views. The mandarins at both places showed their activity 
by beheading several so-called spics. Had any real outbreak oc- 
curred they would have been the first to bolt. The Chinese au- 
thorities have a t idea of the efficacy of executing spies, as 
striking terror. It certainly has that effect, as no one is safe, 
particularly if poor and friendless. I believe the bulk of spies 
executed are merely beggars or strollers. If the poor-law authori- 
ties in England would take a hint from the Chinese, and utilise 
beggars in that way by executing a few now and then as a terror 
to evil doers, it would be worth considering. 

The impression seems to be gaining ground that the Chinese 
Government are preparing themselves for another encounter 
with Foreigners. They only reluctantly, and under pressure, 
tolerate their presence in the country, and every now and 
then unmistakable signs show themselves that they desire to 
the incubus. The Government are 
now strengthening the Taku forts by every means in their 
power. Several large guns have lately been shipped here 
for Taku, intended to be mounted on the forts there. They are 
not only strengthening the forts themselves, but are increasing the 
number of disciplined soldiers to garrison them. Various occur- 
rences have lately shown how the wind blows. A picnic party 
from Kiukiang this month were mobbed and driven back to their 
boats by some villagers, as it was reported that their purpose in 
going to the place was to boil and eat young children. 

Mr. Consul Swinhoe is here now, having recently returned from 
his expedition up the Yangtze Kiang. It is understood that Mr. 
Michie is preparing for publication a detailed account of the expe- 
dition, which will be gladly welcomed by the community. Mr. 
Swinhoe will also doubtless forward a full account to the Home 
Government. Mr. Swinhoe shortly proceeds home, via San Fran- 
cisco. He is at present the guest of Mr. Dick, Commissioner of 
Customs. 

Mr. Taylor, of Yangchow notoriety, had his name again. 
before the public. He was accused of forcing his ministra- 
tions on the Buddhist priests at the Sacred Island of Pootoo, 
near Chusan, but it turned out to be a false report. He had 
merely gone there for the benefit of his health, but had not in 
any way obtruded himself upon the inhabitants. This island, 
which is very picturesque, is solely inhabited by Buddhist priests, 
who spend their time in reciting prayers. They live exclusively 
on vegetable food, and live a life of retirement. No women are 
allowed to reside on the island. It is a favourite visit for invalids 
from Ningpo, who are in the habit of hiring some of the temples 
from the priests, who are not above turning an honest penny in 
that way. We have just had a visit from two Austrian frigates, 
the Donau and Frederick. The former carries an admiral, who 
has also the rank of Minister to the Chinese Government, and has 
left in the former vessel for Tientsin, for the purpose of nego- 
tiating a treaty with the Peking Government. Both vessels are 
wooden, of the old style now unfortunately going out of fashion, 
but they are fine specimens of naval constitution, and I have 
no doubt would give a good account of an enemy. Their fine 
band played by permission of the Admiral several evenings at our 
pune gardens, which was a treat to the residents of the “ Model 

ettlement.” 

A murder was unfortunately committed here a few days ago. 
A black watchman at Collier’s Dock, situated about four miles 
down the river, was annoyed by some Chinese mters'; he be- 
came excited, and fired a revolver amongst them, Killin one and 
severely wounding another. He was handed over to the police. 
An inquiry has been held into the affair. 

The tea ships are beginning to get away, but they load but 
slowly, and the freights are daily getting lower, owing to the 
number of ships and the difficulty of getting teas at a fair or 
moderate price. It is telieved that all the teas already shipped 
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have been purchased at prices considerably above what can be 
obtained for them in London. The Titania, Taitsing, Whinfell, 
and Helen Nicholson have sailed, also the St. Andrew's Castle and 
Lennox Castle from Hankow. 

The Friend of China says :—“In our issue of the 15th we gave 
a copy (and translation) of the King of Portugal’s order for the 
release of Mr. P. Lcreiro from gaol at Macao, though never was 
the saying of ‘ There’s many a slip ’twixt the cup and the lip’ so 
forcibly correct as has proved in this case. Hearing that such an 
order was to be made, an application went, zia Downing-street, 
that Mr. Loreiro, before he left the Monte Fort, should be made 
to afford some explanation touching the accounts which had been 
in his hands, and he is detained eecorine ly the present mail 
having brought out the papers on which he has to answer.” __ 

A correspondent of the V. C. Daily News at Chefoo mentions 
that considerable excitement has lately been caused at that port, 
owing to the escapades of a young adventurer, who, by givin 
himself out to be a son of a well-known retired Admiral, an 
closely connected with the chief aristocracy of the United King- 
dom, succeeded in imposing himself as a guest on two of Her 
Majesty’s ships of war, to obtain credit for sundry large purchases 
from both Foreign and Chinese stores, and finally to find himself 
a prisoner in Her Majesty’s gaol for sundry acts of misdemeanour 





and felony.

23,200 as dividend at the rate of 15 
per cent. on paid-up capital, and Tis. 10,800 as return at 5 per 
cent. to contributing shareholders, carrying Tls. 20,000 to the re- 
serve fund, and the balance to credit of next account. 

The whole of the shares in the company have been taken up. 

In comparing the result of the past year’s working it must be 
borne in mind that freights on many articles, such as metals, sea- 
weed, sugar, oil, &c., have been reduced nearly 25 per cent., that a 
brokerage of 5 per cent. on gross freights, amounting on half-year’s 
working to nearly Tis, 7,000, has been returned to shippers, and 
that during a portion of the term the steamers were working at 
half freights, as alluded to in the last half-yearly report. 

The steamers Tunsin and Rona have been thoroughly overhauled 
and repaired, and are now in good order, and are fully insured. 

The directors have to advise that in accordance with their in- 
tention to purchase a steamer, as expressed in the report for the 
half-year ended 30th September, 1868, they have bought the Glen- 
gyle for the sum of Ts. 145,000, payable in instalments extending 
over two years and a-half. The Glengyle will replace the Mona on 
the river, and the attention of the board will be directed to the 
sale or employment of the latter steamer, as may seem most ad- 
visable. 

Of the Tis. 16,829.56 standing at debit of uncollected freights, 
Ts. 13,126.31 have been since collected. The balance is quite 
good and is in course of collection. 


The directors have to announce to the shareholders that the 
term of Messrs. Glover, Dow, and Co.’s agency expires on the 19th 
June, 1870, and that it will be necessary, at the next half-yearly 
meeting, to arrange for the future working of the company. 

The departure of Mr. Probst leaves a vacancy in the board of 
directors, which will have to be filled. The remaining directors, 
in accordance with clause No. 49 of the deed of settlement, retire, 
but offer themselves for re-election.

PEKING. 
The News Letter has the following items :— 


The great North and South Gates of the inner or prohibited 
city, in which is situated the Imperial residence, are undergoing 
extensive repairs. We have had several slight falls of rain duri 
the latter part of May, but the showers have not been sufficiently 
copious to much improve the now almost desperate condition of the 
crops. The weather is becoming hot, the thermometer having been 
up to94 deg. It is understood here that a gentleman competent 
for the task is busily engaged in the preparation of a pamphlet on 
the Burlingame Mission. Some interesting developments not cal- 
culated to place that mission in a very favourable light may be 
confidently looked for. The Gas Works have come into operation at 
last. This event took place on the 17th ultimo. At present Mr. 
Commissioner Hart, and the attachés of the Customs, are alone 
favoured with this Western method of illumination. It is to be 
hoped that the pipes may be speedily extended, not only to the 
various legations, but to the houses of the native aristocracy and 
the Imperial Palace itself. As might have been expected, the 
erection of so conspicuous and sin Pe an object as the chimney 
created considerable alarm among the Chinese living in the neigh- 
bourhood, causing them to fear a serious disturbance of the feng 
shut. The Peking College, we hear, is a failure. Prince Kung 
was in favour of it, but it ppvoers that other and powerful man- 
darins have succeeded in literally asphyxiating it. It is most 
likely, too, that its ultimate fate may have a deleterious effect 
upon the Anglo-Chinese schools established by Government in 
other places. 





HANKOW. 

The third of a series of destructive fires during the present year 
took place at Hankow on June 23rd, and resulted in the total de- 
struction of some thirty-six cottages and small shops, situated at 
the northern side of the town, close to the Foreign Concession. 
The fire broke out at 1.30 4M.,and quickly spread to adjoinin 
houses and huts in three contiguous streets. The premises o 
the London Mission were placed from the first in the most immi- 
nent danger, and but for the springing up of a slight easterly 
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breeze, which carried the flames and sparks away from the Hospi- 
tal and dwelling-houses, these too must have been burnt. Several 
members of the English community, and a number of men from 
the gunboat stationed at Hankow, together with the native fire- 
police, exerted themselves in the most praiseworthy manner to 
prevent the further extension of the fire. It was pleasing also 
to remark the presence of some dozens of native Christians be- 
longing to the Mission, many of whom came from distant parts 
of the town to render assistance in extinguishing the fire, 
and removing the patients to a place of safety. A mother 
and child were burnt to death in one cottage, having been, 
it is supposed, asphyxiated hy the smoke and carbonic acid 
while yet asleep—the natural sleep passing into the sleep of 
death by the happiest kind of euthanasia. These happily are the 
only casualties. The fire originated in the cabin of an opium 
smoker, who while in o state of semi-consciousness Jet fall some 
sparks from his pipe amongst « litter of straw, and so set the 
place on fire. He has been arrested at the instance of the local 
authorities, and is now lodged in the district gaol at Han-yang. 
The value of the property destroyed must be small the majority 
of the houses having been built of wood and roofed with tiles or 
thatch. Within a couple of hours the firedid its work, andjlevelled 
. ae ground the unambitious dwellings of from thirty to forty 
families. 








HONG KONG. 

Dates from Hong Kong are to the 7th$ July. The outward 
French mail of May 13, and English of May 21, were received on 
the 23rd and 30th June respectively, tne latter bringing” London 
telegrams to June 12. By the Pacific route, fadvices from San 
Francisco to June 4, and New York May 25, were received on the 
6th July. ; 

The China Mail furnishes the following items of news :— 

We understand that the Census Returns have been completed, 
and will be published in next Saturday’s Gaz-tte. The decrease 
is said to be almost nominal, the total population of Victoria and 
adjoining villages being represented as less than last year by some- 
thing between three and four hundred, One would have thought 
that as many as the number stated had disappeared on account of 
gambling embarrassments alone ; but it would appear that Hong 
Kong does not lose its position in spite of “circumstances over 
which it has no control.’ 

We notice with regret, which will be widely shared both in this 
colony and Macao, the name of Mr. H. D. Margesson amongst the 
list of passengers lost in the ill-fated Hayamaro. He was making 
@ pleasure trip in Japan, previous to finally returning home, 
when he lost his life, and this makes the occurrence more dis- 
tressing. For twenty-six years he had been a resident in China 
and during that long period he had won the esteem and re rd 
of a large circle of friends. The deceased gentleman was of an 
old county family of Offington, Sussex, dating back a.p. 1490, and 

many near relatives still alive, to whom his loss will be a se- 
vere blow. 

A large number of pirates have been captured by H.M.S. 
Bouncer in concert with H.1.C.M. gun-boats An-lan and Sur-tsing. 
The two latter did good service. 

Mons. V. Hartung, Chancellor of the French Consulate at Hong 
Kong, has been appointed Acting Consul at Singapore, in place 
of Mons. Troplong, who has been recalled. The decree under 
which this promotion is made states that it is in consideration of 
services rendered in New York, London and Hong Kong. Mons. 
Lacouthon de la Forrest is appointed Chancellor of the First Class 
bed Hong Kong, and is expected to arrive shortly. The news of 

- Hartung’s appointment to Singapore came out by the last 
English mail, aud he will take his departure for his new station 
by the next Messageries Imperiales steamer hence. 

Whilst the Ceylon contribution for military purposes is 
£160,000, it has been ascertained that the total expenditure has 
been only £150,000 a-year. The colonists are thus paying in fact 
oa og colonies £10,000.

We learn that Lieutenant Commander Yates, of the U.S.8

word by the Portuguese Government, for services rendered to a 
Portuguese vessel in the Inland Sea of J: apan. The gallant officer 
may, therefore, be congratulated as amongst the first recipients 
of a Portuguese honour in this part of the world. 

Paes James Jarman, late assistant superintendent of police in 
ue colony, has left by the Belted Will, bound for London. Mr. 
arman was one of our oldest residents, having been over twenty 
years connected with the colony in ita police department, and it 
is only right that his departure should be noted as another of those 
incidents which serves to modernise Hong Kong, obliterate the me- 
meet of old times, and make historical the earlier events which took 
pt ~ = the island. As chief inspector, actin superintendent, and 
L J 48 assistant superintendent of police, Mr, Jarman has been 
ane se peas (almost an institution) in colonial affairs for a long 
arin of years ; and he will not readily be forgotten by the earlier 
ae ce of whom, however, remain behind him. He was 
eg (as soon ashe had himself recovered) on the occasion 
the attempt to poison all Foreigners in Hong Kong by putting 
arsenic in the bread ; and he himse apprehended the famous Mah. 
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chow Wong, as well as many other celebrated criminals. As an 
officer of police, especially in his younger, more nimble and active 
days, he did good service te the colony, and he now retires on a pen- 
sion which we do not believe by any mean total up toa very formid- 
able amount. The Chinese merchants and hong masters have come 
forward and handsomely acknowledged the services which Mr. Jar- 
man has rendered the colony, and presented him with an address, 
accompanied with a gold medal of the value of nearly 200 dols. 
In the usual way the address is written in Chinese upon a long silk 
scroll, and is signed by seventeen of the oldest and most respect- 
able hong merchants in the colony, and is stamped by the seals 
of fifty six of the longest-established hongs in the place. We 
congratulate Mr. Jarman on the possession of such a document, 
as it is a certificate of honesty and straightforward dealing with 
Chinese which few police officers of Hong Kong experience possess. 

The following is from the Daily Press :— 

Some interesting intelligence has come to hand concerning the 
cruise of the gunboat Bouncer, in company with the Chinese gun- 
boats Sui-tsing and An/an, which left this port about a month 
ago, to make an attack on the pirates on the const. The present 
news is brought on by the Chinese gunboat Anlan, via Macao, to 
which place she has returned, and gives details of the doings of the 
gunboats up to June 26th, when they were at Hoi-Kow, in Hainan. 
Theyreached that port on the9th June,and after taking in a supply 
of coal, they started on the 11th for the Island of Gowton. On the 
passage to this place the Chinese gunboat Sui-tsing captured a 
junk, and the gunboat Andan did likewise. On the 13th the 
Bouncer captured five junks at the Island of Chunlan, but their 
crews escaped to the shore, and could not be taken. ‘The Bouncer,on 
the 15th, was again successful in capturing two junks, which she 
burnt ; their crews, numbering forty, escaped by swimming to the 
shore. On the 16th, the gunboats proceeded towards Cochin China, 
and when near Apowan came across a suspicious junk near the 
land. They immediately gave chase, and eventually succeeded 
in capturing her. This junk was quite new, carrying ten guns, 
and having upwards of seven cwt.of powder on board, with a 
large number of men. She was evidently one of their “ crack” 
vessels. Nothing of any particular value was found in the junk, 
with the exception of spears and rifles. Only seven prisoners 
were captured ; they have been taken to Canton, in the Chinese 
gunboat Anlan. The reason so few prisoners have been 
taken is, that the junks kept very near shore, and of course, 
on sight of a gunboat, they made their exit as quickly as 
possible, carrying the dollars with them. Since she left the 
Bouncer has captured twelve junks, the Sui-tsing three, and the 
Anlan six, which is pretty good work. They were to start on the 
27th, with tho Suz-tsin in company, to steam round the Island of 
Hainan, visiting all the bays and creeks, to ascertain whether there 
are any more pirates to be found, and it is probable they will re- 
turn to Hong Kong about the middle of this month. 

The Overland Trade Report has the following on our relations 
with China at the present time :—“‘The intelligence brought out 
by the last English mail, and the further Blue-books relating to 
China, which have been presented to Parliament, have increased 
the apprehension on the part of Foreign residents that the atti- 
tude assumed by the British Government will lead to serious dis- 
turbances. This has long been predicted by all acquainted with 
affairs in China, and there can be no doubt that very strong ill- 
feeling inst Foreigners exists in many directions, and if not 
pestrainal bs fear of the retribution, which giving vent to it will 
bring about, is likely at any time to break out in the form of 
some active demonstrations of hostility. At Foochow, in par- 
ticular, there seems to be grounds for serious apprehension. It has 
come out that the ill-feeling which some pei ago was shown 
by placards threatening to expel all Foreigners was quelled only- 
through the timely wisdom of the Viceroy, who, in opposition to 
the views of the Footai, pointed to the dangerous results certain 
to be brought about by opposing Foreigners. Not long ago, in 
the same port, a gentleman employed as tea-taster by one of the 
large houses was spat upon by a man who formerly had treated 
him most obsequiously. The details of the onset of a mob of 
some hundreds of Chinamen on a picnic party, among whom was 
H.B.M. Acting-Consul of Hankow, show increasing ill-feeling in 
that direction, though fortunately, on account of a timely retreat, 
it resulted in nothing more serious than that peaceable British 
citizens had to make a “bolt” before a Chinese mob; while in 
Shanghai a mob-attack upon the Che-Hsien (who was only extri- 
cated from his perilous position by the intervention of the 
French police), in order to force him to exact vengeance in the 
case of a Chinaman who had been killed by 8 British subject, 
shows a growing distrust in Foreigners, and an increasing ten- 
dency on the part of the people to resort to riots the moment 
there is any cause for disagreement with Europeans. It is espe- 
cially to be noticed in the last-named case that the mob attack on 
the Che-Hsien took place before there had been sufficient time 
for even a preliminary investigation at the Supreme Court. 
these circumstances point to the uprising of a very dangerous 
feeling on the part of the Chinese, which there is no doubt is fos- 
tered by the idca that the recent instructions from the Foreign- 
office and the Admiralty remove all cause for the apprehension of 
immediate punishment for outrages.” 

A judgment has been given by the Chief-Justice in the case of 
Regina v Souza, which is to the effect that no criminal action can 
be instituted in Hong Kong for the publication of a libel directed 
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inst an undistinguished Foreigner resident out of the Colony. | festivities in the neighbourhood of the capital of Netherlands

THE HONG KONG ASSOCIATION. 


The Daily Press says :—“The Hong Kong Association, which 
has been so long hidden from view, has again emerged from ob- 
scurity. It has published a report of its doings, and called a 
meeting for the 8th inst. It appears from the report that the en- 
deavour which was made to secure a petition being presented to 
Parliament on the subject of the military contribution has fallen 
through, on account of the non-action of the London branch.” 


The China Mail has the following remarks on the subject :— 


Two qucstions present themselves for the consideration of the 
members at the forthcoming meeting. The one, whether the 
local assocition shall or shall not continue to exist ; and the other, 
if its existence be ensured, what machinery shall be used to en- 
sure its beneficial operation—this latter consideration involving 
the minor question as to the acceptance or otherwise of the resig- 
nations of the existing committee and secretary. 

We should be sorry to see it expire. But it is very evident 
that if that termination is to be avoided it must be reconstituted 
upon a broader basis, viz., the promotion of the interests of the 
colony, without reference to the result of any particular line of 
action. If it be considered that every ordinance of the local 
Government, every annual estimate, every uction taken by the 
Consular and Chinese authorities in the neighbourhood of Hong 
Kong, the utilisation of our military, the tendency of the gambling 
licenses, the regulations of the coolie trade, even the very efficiency 
of our police, are all questions which legitimately fall within the 

rovince of such an association to discuss, too much stress can 
ly be laid upon its importance. It might, if it so willed, be- 
come an informal but powerful court of discussion regarding all 
official ‘measures, and, though protests might be overruled, the 
certain knowledge that a public organisation existed, willing and 
able to set forth in the strongest way every adverse fact and argu- 
ment, would have weight. But if to this we add the assertion 
that scarcely any political measure taken by the British Govern- 
ment in China proper fails to more or less nearly touch the pockets 
of Hong Kong residents, the argument in favour of its continuance 
is much strengthened. 

As to the London Association, the sooner all connection with it 
is severed the better for our local body. It does not require great 
talent to suppose that, with the forty or fifty people now at home 
interested in this colony, scattered over the length and breadth of 
Great Britain, such an association must be a failure. We require 
Parliamentary intluence, backed by the efforts of two or three in- 
fluential people at home, in communication both with us ‘and the 
member or members who undertake our cause. 


JAVA. 


BATAVIA. 
The Handelsblads, under date 25th June, says :— 


“ For some days back Mr. Netscher, Resident of Rhio, has been 
at Batavia. It is reported that his coming, as well as that of the 
Governor of the Straits Settlements, has for its object a discus- 
sion concerning the Netherlands’ establishments of the East Coast 
of Sumatra, and the interest therein concerned. 

“Some traders at Pulo Pinang have, above all, viewed these es- 
tablishments with regret. It isa matter not to be wondered at 
that on the side of Great Britain every effort is made to secure for 
its subjects in the Straits Settlements the fullest freedom of trade, 
and its furtherance in the possessions on the East Coast of Suma- 
tra. But to quite as full an extent must all Powers acknowledge 
the justice of the earnest endeavours of Holland to maintain its 
rights in the Indian Archipelago, fixed by the London treaty of 
1824, as also the interests of the populations inhabiting the Rast 
Coast of Sumatra. 

“Thus the question must not be whether our establishments on 
the said coast, and the order created thereby, leaves room for ac- 
tion to Foreign traders or subjects them to more difficulty, but 
whether just rights are injured. Among injury of rights there 
can by no means be included the introduction of taxes which are 
thought necessary towards the defraying of State expenses, and 
to which inhabitants as well as strangers are subject; and still 
less the taking such measures of good, in the interests of the 
people, that the latter no longer need to leave their fatherland and 
aa aie to English or other possessions.” 

e Java Courant confirms the information that the head 
planner cf the Bekaasie insurrection has been caught. In a provi- 
sional examination, undergone by him, he appears to have had 
decidedly the intention to raise an insurrection in Batavia. Shortly 
before the festivities he had stayed at a house in Batavia, where 
& great number of weapons, belonging to different persons, have 
been seized ; and he has been caught fourteen days after those 
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India. Taking this into consideration, we see no reason to con- 
demn the uneasiness felt by many about the close of last month 
and the beginning of this. 








STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates hence are to the 16th July. The outward mail of June 
4 was;receeived on the 7th July, and that of June 10 (French) 
on the 13th July, the latter with London telegrams to July 2+ 
The’following summary of news is from the Straits Times :— 

The Governor has returned from his visit to Java ; but we have 
not heard what have been its results. The Batavia papers alto- 
gether reprehend the opening up of the aD of their position 
in Sumatra—which they say is fully and satisfactorily settled by 
this same treaty of Holland (1824), which it is our desire to revise. 
They seem moreover very seriously to distrust the diplomacy of 
their Governor-General (Mr. Meyer), when bag to that of Sir 
Harry Ord, who, they say, once before, at the Hague, obtained 
a signal advantage over Mr. Meyer, then minister of the col- 
onies, in the negotiations which took place regarding the Cocos, 
and which ended in the placing of these islands under protection 
of the British Crown. The Batavians are evidently a little bitter 
on this point, and, though they may have extended a cordial 
greeting to Sir Harry Ord, they could not wish him much success 
of his journey. In commenting upon our evident jealousy of 
their proceedings in Sumatra they dealt usa somewhat pointed 
rebuke, and ask—have our improvement and development of the 
Native States in the Malayan Peninsula been such as to warrant 
our interference in Sumatra? On the whole we do not think 
much will come of Sir Harry Ord’s visit to Java, so far as Sumatra 
is concerned. 

The Struits Times once more appears in its old form, the losses 
by the fire of February last having been repaired. In allusion to 
this, the 7'imcs says :—“ In presenting our readers the Daily Times 
in its old form we are bound to acknowledge the forbearance they 
have extended to the shortcomings which were unavoidable under 
the temporary arrangements necessitated by the destruction of 
our plant in February last. All we can say is, that we have lost 
no time in restoring the paper to its old shape ; and this will, we 
think, be granted, when it is remembered that the fire which de- 
stroyed our premises occurred on the 17th of February last, not 
four months ago, and that now, on the 12th of July, we present a 
sheet printed by type and machinery all of which had to be manu- 
factured in England after our orders reached there. That we are 
largely indebted to willing helpers for this result it is only just 
to acknowledge, prominent amongst whom is the P. and 0. Com- 
pany, but for whose liberality we could never have availed of the 
overland route for the transportation of the heavy plant required 
for the production.” 

Commenting on the results of the agitation for reform im the 
Government of the Straits Settlements, the Stratts Observer says : 
—‘The fact that already action has been taken on the three great 
subjects of finance, Government-house, and the steamer, has given 
rise to heartfelt thankfulness to the Minister, who has shown that 
some, at least, of well-defined Home principles are applicable 
here. Once let the attention of the Crown be directed to 
our real political requirements, and if economy be thought 
one'of them we shall get relief. We have ever felt reliance on 
the Home Government. All through this battle with the 
shams and folly of our plush-adorned ones we have looked to 
the Minister for redress. It has been a waiting game hitherto. 
Those who have worked with us and for us have had many @ 
weary step to take before ete could bring help. The facts could 
hardly be related at once with any chance of their being relieved. 
Fancy, for a moment, telling a Minister that the man p 
among us as Her Majesty’s Representative was in the habit of 
airing his proclivities in such a way that the public (sentiment 
regarding him alternated between scorn and derision. Thanks to 
the influential London newspapers, the Morning Star, Daily Newe, 
and the China Express, and to the uncontradicted facts set forth 
by their correspondents, daylight is again breaking on us, and 
with fair prospect of continuance. 

The followin is also from the 08 serrer :—“ Another disquiet- 
ing report has been current in the Settlement for the last few 
days, to the effect that a counter statement of accounts has been 
received from Calcutta, showing a balance against the colony of 
no less than nine lacs of rupees, or upwards of four hundred thou- 
sand dollars. We think this needs confirmation, and his Excel- 
lency the Governor and the Auditor-General will, we hope, be 
able to prove the utter want of truth of this alarming rumour.” 

With reference to the alarming rumours of piracy on the North- 
western coast of Borneo, which were lately current here, we are 
happy to learn that the Governor of Labuan, in his capacity as 
Consul-General in the Island of Borneo, has visited the coast from 
Labuan to Pontianak, and found that the rumours in question 
were mere exaggerations of one small case which took place some 
months ago, and in which Lieut. Crowdy, of H.M.’s gunboat 
Starling was primarily the cause of the destruction of the robbers 
by driving them into the Bintulu river, where they were ily 
destroyed by the inhabitants. The fact that the trade of Labuan 
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and of Pontianak with Singapore is maple increasing at this very 
time is the best evidence to our merchants that Borneo piracy is 
dying out. However, it is well to see that the gunboat at Labuan 
is kept on the ag vive. ; ; 

The good folks in Hong Kong are, like ourselves, lamenting 
over the growth of public expenditure, but, singularly enough, 
they select the Straits Settlements for the purpose of comparison, 
and place side by side what they term our economical public 
establishments with the overgrown extravagance of those of Hong 
Kong. It seems that, after all, there are folks even worse off than 
ourselves. Ceylon, too, seems to be agitating both regarding its 
expenditure and the constitution of its Council. Wereally think 
there is more than at first appears in the suggestion of the China 
Express, that the various Associations which now exist at home 
representing Eastern Colonies should join together in a common 
League for the advancement of Colonial reform. 

The steamer Chow Phya from Bangkok has brought down a 
young elephant calf, a present, we learn, from the Siamese Govern- 
ment to Lady Ord. The elephant will be landed from the vessel 
early to-morrow. This, we suppose, is in consequence of the 
Governor's trip to Wha-Whan. 

THE TANJONG PAGAR DOCK COMPANY. 

The following is an account of the proceedings of an extraordi- 
nary general meeting of the Tanjong Pagar Dock Company (Li- 
mited), held on the 28th June :—Present, Messrs. Thos. Scott, F. 
Kustermann, Whampoa, P. Joaquim, G. Lipscombe, R. Padday, 
C. Moses, E. E. Angullia, J. L. Kirby, A. T. Carmichael, J. B. Cald- 
beck, H. Buchanan, W. Adamson, T. Beng Swee, Pochajee Peston- 
jee, and A. Logan, solicitor to the company. The Hon. Thos. Scott 
in the chair. 

The Chairman explained that the object of the meeting was to 
obtain authority for the issue of 250,000 dols. in Preference shares, 
and referred to the “ Amended Circular,’ which was in the hands 
of all present. 

The suggestion for the issue of Preference shares, emanating 
from the company’s London agents, Messrs. Mactaggart, Tidman 
and Co., and to which the large share-holders in London had sub- 
scribed, was also read to the meeting. 

Proposed§by G. Lipscombe, Esq., and seconded by Dr. Little,— 

That the directors be authorised to issue 250,000 dols. in Pre- 
ference shares, in accordance with the plan suggested through 
Messrs. Mactaggart, Tidman and Co. 

Dr. Little asked whether any work had been done at a loss, as 
he had heen informed that some of the docking and coppering 
work had involved the company in loss. The Chairman replied 
that the instructions of the directors to the Manager were, that 
unless he could see his way, at least, to protect the company from 
loss, work offering was to be refused. That the directors had 
always looked closely into this point, and that they were satisfied 
their instructions had been attended to and that no job had in- 
volved loss. A still better answer to the question was, that the 
work of the dock alone for the first four months of the year had 
resulted in a profit of nearly 4,000 dols.

COLOMBO. 
Dates from this port are to the 27th July. The English mail 
arrived out on the 25th. 


The Examiner says'the past fortnight has been eminently a 
speculative one. All sorts of guesses and conjectures as to the 
future have kept the community pretty well amused, if not pro- 
fitably employed. The measures to be brought forward for legis- 
lative sanction at the next Session have engaged a good deal of 
attention, and from ,the Galle Harbour Scheme to the Currency 
Question, from the visit of the Duke of Edinburgh to the pos- 
sible annexation of Ceylon to India, we have had a rather 
extended field of speculation. As regards the Galle Harbour 
Scheme, opinions are divided, and not without reason, as to 
whether it should be considered an Imperial or a colonial work. 
Galle is acknowledged to be the key of the Eastern seas. It is 
the great coaling station and port of call for the different lines of 
mail steamers which converge there every fortnight to land pas- 
sengers and deliver and exchange mails. The amount of local in- 
terests served is almost infinitesimal in comparison with imperial ; 
and therefore that a work which should be undertaken by the 
Imperial Exchequer should be thrown upon the colony does not 
look like the fair treatment which we might have expected from 
the sense of justice of the British Parliament, ; 

The Duke of Edinburgh’s visit is yet contemplated from a dis- 
tance. The people seem to think, and not without reason, that 
there is still time for the exhibition of their loyalty, but the Go- 
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vernment have already commenced their preparations. The Queen’s- 
house here and the Pavilion at Kandy are to receive additional 
wings and new ball-rooms; and the Architect of the Public 
Works Department is busy planning the various alterations 
suggested. An elephant kraal, plenty of shooting, and some 
receptions and balls here and at Kandy will comprehend all 
the sport to which the Sailor Prince will be treated. We are con- 
fessedly a poor people, and it would not be diplomatic to make a 
larger display of wealth than we can really afford, and our loyalty, 
in which we are second to none among the numerous subjects of 
Her Gracious Majesty Queen Victoria, need not necessarily find 
expression in expensive displays. The escapade of the Prince, how- 
ever, at Sydney in the house of the Earl of Belmore, and a vote taken 
by the Legislative Assembly of Melbourne, to reimburse the Prince 
for the cost of certain presents which he had there given away, 
and which he charged the Imperial Exchequer with, have not con- 
tributed to add to the enthusiasm with which the visitof a Royal 
Prince has been looked upon. But let us notsit in judgment over 
an impulsive young sailor, who, in the position he occupies, may 
be excused if he does something not quite in keeping with the re- 
ceived notions of colonial society. 

The curreney question, it is now understood, has been definitely 
settled. From next year the familiar sounds of pounds, shillings, 
and pence will give place to rupees, annas, and pice in our account 
books, not to the utter discomfiture of our arithmetical house- 
keepers only. The change will be more nominal than substantial, 
as though our accounts are kept in £.s. d. the circulating coin is 
in rupees and annas, with a small dash of pennies, halfpennies, 
and farthings in copper and brags. 


The following is a copy of the memorial recently forwarded to 
Colonial Roctetary by the members of the Ceylon Civil 

Tvice :— 

“The humble memorial of the Ceylon Civil Service 

“Showeth,—That your memorialists feel that by the recent 
appointment of gentlemen unconnected with the Ceylon Civil 
Service to the offices of Colonial Secretary and Auditor General it 
is implied that there is no member of their body qualified for 
these posts, and they submit that a general feeling of depression 
throughout the service is the result, as they are themselves con- 
fident of having among their number able and experienced men 
suited to hold these offices. 

“2. That they beg most respectfully to submit that’the stand- 
ard of examination foe admission into the Ceylon Civil Service is, 
asit is proper it should be, very high, and that the several suc- 
cessive examinations held in Ceylon after admission into the 
service to test the qualifications of the junior members for pro- 
motion from one class to another are very severe and embrace an 
extended range of subjects, including the native languages (Tamil 
and Singhalese) and the laws and customs of the various races in 
Coylon ; that in addition to these qualifications your memorialists 
have by their service in various parts of the country gained an in- 
timate knowledge of the people, their wants and theirrequirements ; 
and that they feel it a great discouragement to find no weight 
given to these considerations when the memorialists believe that 
there are amongst them men who in addition to possessing local 
knowledge in a marked degree have abilities of a high order, 
and are papable of taking a large and educated view of questions 
affecting the conflicting interests of the various classes, races, 
and religious sects in Ceylon. 

“3. That your memorialists had felt much aggrieved by the 
successive appointment of gentlemen strangers to the service to 
the office of Auditor-General in 1861 and again in 1866 ; but that, 
judging from the fact that the office of Colonial Secretary having 

en shortly before conferred on Mr. Gibson, one of their number, 
they had hoped that what they could not then help feeling an 
injurious precedent would not be fullowed in the future. ‘That, 
however, these hopes have been now destroyed by the almost 
simultaneous appointment of gentlemen strangers to the service to 
the offices just named. 

“4, That the smallness of the salaries, the expensiveness of 
living, the many difficultics and drawbacks consequent on service 
in the tropics, render the life of a Ceylon civilian a hard one, and 
that very few are able to save anything out of their pay beyond 
the sums required for periodical visits to England, and many not 
even that, Hence the only inducement to good men to remain in 
the service is the hope of advancement to the few important po- 
sitions at the head of the service, and if it is found that the best 
of these are not open to them the effect cannot fail to be dis- 
couraging. 

“5, That the total inadequacy of your memorialists’ salaries 
to tho increased and still increasing cost of living in Ceylon has 
already been urged on the consideration of your lordship’s pre- 
decessor, but hitherto without effect ; that this insufficiency of pay 
is aggravated by the interruption to the course of general pro- 
motion which ensues on the appointment to high posts in the ser- 
vice of gentlemen other than those belonging to it, and that this 
has been the more acutely felt by your memorialists in recent years 
because while they are by the regulations of the service compelled to 
qualify themselves by severe study and application to their official 
work for the proper discharge of duties, whether judicial or ad- 
ministrative, and are instructed to look to efficiency for their pro- 
motion, they have had to witness the sphere of their promotion 
curtailed by the bestowal of judgeships on gentlemen not belong- 
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ing to the service, as well us by appointments such as those now 
more particularly referred to, though they beg leave to repeat their 
conviction that there are men in the service well fitted to fill those 
offices with credit. : 

“6. That your memorialists therefore pray that the foregoing 
may be taken into your lordship’s gracious consideration, and that 
their claims to promotion may in future be recoguised.” 





KANDY. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


The town of Kandy is a pleasant little place, surrounded by 
hills and mountain scenery, with a lake reminding one of Uls- 
water, or one of our smaller Cumberland lakes. Round this lake 
stand the houses of the principal residents, mercantile and official, 
and to a visitor nothing could appear more charming. Its 
position in the centre of the town, also, reminds one of the Alster 
at Hamburg, so much appreciated as the only city in Europe which 
has anything like it. The Kandy lake, of course, lacks the bustle 
of the café, omnibus, and steamers of the Alster. Kandy has, 
also, its Government House, surrounded by charming grounds, and 
is certainly more sightly than the one at Colombo. Again, Kandy 
is ahead of her larger sister and capital tewn in possessing a town- 
hall, a fine, handsome building, purchased by the municipal council. 
Another fine building is being raised for a post and telegraph office, 
near the railway station. This station has the handling of the 
greater portion of the million cwts. of coffee annually exported 
from Colombo, as Kandy is the centre of all the great coffee es- 
tates, as well as the head-quarters of the planters and the plant- 
ing interest, although the large mercantile firms are chiefly in 
Colombo. The importance of the place at Ceylon may be gathered | 
from the following statement of the traffic on the Colombo and

These returns show the traffic at a time out of the coffee season, 
which is from November to March. This railway reflects the 
greatest credit on the planters and others concerned in its promo- 
tion. It is a well-executed and grand.example of Anglo-Saxon 
energy, and the planters, in agreeing to an impost of 1s. per cwt. 
on their coffee, certainly conferred an immense boon on all Ceylon 
residents, for with this line Newera Ellia, the sanitarium (6,000 
feet), can be reached in a day from Colombo. 

Kandy was the residence of the now extinct Kandian kings, but 
several relics, such as a temple, still remain, and on the lake is a 
small island, on which stood the harem of the king. The climate 
is excellent; being at an elevation of some 1,800 feet, the 
heat is never oppressive ; indeed, woollen clothes for nearly half 
the year are not only bearable, but comfortable. There is 
a very beautiful Botanical Garden, under the charge of Mr. 
Thwaites, which is a great boon to the inhabitants as a place of 
resort for driving or walking. This is maintained at Government 
expense, as also one at Newera Ellia, for the cultivation of the 
Cinchona plant. 

One of the features of Kandy much appreciated by residents 
and strangers is Lady Horton’s road, constructed during Governor | 
Horton’s time, and from which most charming views are obtained 
of the surrounding scenery.

Commercial Report. 
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CEYLON, STRAITS, JAVA, CHINA AND JAPAN 
IMPORTS. 


Yoxouama.—The import trade was completely stagnant, with the ex- 
ception of a few forced sales of Yarns and Gray Shirtings, in consequence 
of the injudicious action of the Japanese Government in making a fresh 
issue of inconvertible paper. Deliveries had virtually ceased, and the 
large stocks and expected arrivals made the outlook of the merchants ex- 
tremely serious. 

SHanoual.—Piece Goods: Transactions in Manchester Goods since 
last mail left had been to a fair extent, but prices for some staples show 
a further decline, and there was less activity generally than might be 
looked for. Gray Shirtings: The northern demand had continued slack, 
and only about 40,000 to 45,000 pieces were reported as having changed 
hands, some of these sales being for goods to arrive, and some being re- 
sales on the part of speculators. T-Cloths: There had been a steady in- 
quiry for these goods throughout the fortnight (chiefly for the northern 
markets), and the values of medium to good cloth show a slight advance. 
Sales reported amounted to 110,000 to 120,000 pieces, though some of 
these were from second hands. White Shirtings: The demand for these 
goods had again been limited, and there had been an utter absence of spe- 
culation, the dealers simply buying from band to mouth. Sales were 
11,000 to 12,000 pieces, a good portion being from second holders. Drills, 
&c. American Cloth had commanded but little attention, local wants 
having been fairly supplied by auction sales of damaged goods. American 
Sheetings had gone off freely at about last rates, though some offers at 
the close were a shale over the best figures of last mail. Sales were 
12,000 to 14,000 pieces. Jeans: Americans were asked for at a slight de- 
cline on last value, but holders did not seem inclined to give way. One sale 
early in the fortnight was reported at Tls. 3.70 per piece. Woollens : 
Small sales of Camlets were reported at a slight concession on Jast values, 
while Spanish Stripes had been alinost neglected. For Medium Cloths, &c., 
the demand had been very slack. Long Ells: Scarlet had not been mach 
sought for, but there had been a good inquiry for C. P. H. assorted, 
which had been freely met by bolders; and several parcels had passed 
from importers to native hands at higher rates. Lastings: Crape 
Lastings, &c., showed no material change in value, while an inquiry 
for Plain Lustres at low rates had not been responded to by holders.

Hankow.—The market during the fortnight had been somewhat more 
active, the dealers having shown more disposition to make purchases.

Foocttow.—The sales during the interval had comprised 1,500 pieces, 
8} lbs., Gray Shirtings at $3.05; 1,200 pieces, 7 lbs., T-Cloths, at $2.55 
to 2.80; and 1,000 piculs Lead at $8.25. 

Hone Kono.—The following is from Messra, Olyphant and Co.’s Cir- 
cular, dated 7th July:—Cotton Yarn: The arrivals have been small, and 
the demand during the firat part of the interval had sensibly increased, 
but latterly the enquiry has slackened somewhat, and dealers are not so 
willing to operate; quotations are unchanged for all kinds. Piece Goods: 
The market has again been very quiet, and the principal settlements bave 
been made at public auction. Several native holders of large lots bave 
endeavoured to stimulate the market, by purchasing privately moderate 
parcels of 8.4 1b. Gray Shirtings, at figures over current rates, but the 
effect has been merely to place quotations nominally higher, whilst there 
are sellers of like goods upon former terms. 7 1b. Gray Shirtings are 
lower 2 to 8 cents, while 8 to 10 1b. show an advance of 5 cents per piece. 
Sales of good sound 8.4 1b. have been made at public sale at $2.70 to 2.72 per 
piece. White Shirtings of all Reeds aredown 10 cents, and only the common- 
est makes are saleable. 6 Ib. T-Cloths are in small stock, and a moderate de- 
mand exists at former prices. 7 1b. common are not enquired for though 
rates are upheld. 7!b. and 8lb. Mexicans are 5 cents lower. Dutch Drillsare 
infull supply, and with but slight demand have receded in valaes. American 
Cotton Goods in the absence vf inquiry are also quoted lower; none, how- 
ever, areon offer. Woollens: No improvement is noticeable as yet in the 
market, but holders confidently look for it later on. Stocks of Camlets 
and Lastings are not large and sellers are showing greater firmness. Long 
Ells are unchanged. Spanish Stripes have fallen 1 cent per yard. 
Fair arrivals of Blankets have carried prices somewhat lower. Metals: 
Transactions have been unimportant. Nail Rod Iron has been but slightly 
taken, and a decline of 6 cents per picul is to be noted; Square, Round 
and Flat Bar is unchanged; Hoop is still very firm. The demand for 
Lead is very trifling, and as stocks have been increased prices bave given 
way 20 cents. Tin is in increased supply, and is much weaker. Coal

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The advance in Sydney Jast noted has been Jost, and the market is dull at 
the close. Arrivals have been 800 tons Anthracite, 2,866 tons Welsh, 
2,216 tons English and 920 tons Sydney, the most of which comes to con- 
sumers. Sales have been, 920 tons Australian at $6.75 to 7.00 and 866 
tons English at $9.00 perton. Ginsing: Although demand has not in- 
creased for the article, holders are apparently firm, and for Clarified 
Root extreme prices are asked. Settlements have been 5 packages 
Clarified at $200 to 203 per picul, and 5 casks Crude at $125 per picul.

American 
Drills, $5.50 to 5.60; Dutch Drills, $4.95 to 5.00; Medium, Ladies, and 
Habit Cloths, $1.15 to 2.00; Long Fils, H Scarlet, $8.00 to 8.25; As- 
sorted, $8.00 to 8.20; Camlets, SS, Assorted, $16.50 to 17.00; SS, 
Scarlet, $16.00 to 16.50. Metals, Iron, Nail Kod, round, square, and 
flat bar, per picul, $2.50 to 2.80 ; Lead, per picul, $7.10 to 7 35. 

Baravia.—The Borneo Company's Circular cuntains the following re- 
port of the market :—The demand for English Gray Goods has shown vo 
improvement, and transactions continue on an insignificant scale. A sale 
of about 2,000 pieces 39 inch 7 lb. Shirtings is reported at f.6} cash on 
delivery, and 83} lbs. are offered at {.74 on same terms, without finding 
buyers. 45 inch 8 1b. Shirtings are scarce, but the inquiry is only trifling. 
8 lb. Maddapollams are in ample stock, and difficult of sale. In Gray 
Drills there bas been more doing, and stocks of prime qualities are light. 
86 inch White Shirtings remain nominally as last quoted, with some im- 
provement in demand. For 40 and 45 inch there is little inquiry, and 
sales are only practicable at low rates. Dutch Shirtings still interfere 
considerably with the sale of English makes. White Maddapollams move 
slowly and values are weak, owing to the decline in Dutch makes. White 
Cambrics are in no inquiry. Dyed Cambrics continue neglected, but some 
improvement may be Jooked for shortly. There continues to be little or 
no demand for Prints for actual consumption, and dealers, unable to make 
progress with their late purchases, have retired from the market; sales 
could not be effected at the moment except at some reduction of late 
currencies, and as at this season of the year any dulness should be but 
temporary, most importers are not pressing their goods, in the expectation 
of an early revival in demand. Yarns are in moderate request ; one or 
two small sales of 40s Gray are reported as high as f.420, but this price 
cannot be made in quantity ; the lower numbers in Gray are neglected. 
Orange and Green have been placed at quotations. Our highest quotation 
for Turkey red is for first quality Dutch dye; Glasgow dye is saleable at 
1.250 to f.255, but holders generally refuse this price. White Ball Thread 
is occasionally saleable. Woollens generally are dull, and saleable only 
in small quantities at low rates. Metals of all descriptions are over- 
atocked, and sales at rates quoted are impracticable except in very trifling 
quantities. Tin Plates have been bought on speculation at quotation, but 
there is no demand for consumption. 

Stncarors.-——A moderate business had been done in imports during the 
fortnight. After the departure of Jast mail Gray Goods continued inac- 
tive, with a slightly downward tendency. Within a few days of the close 
a strong speculative demand sprang up and prices advanced. 8} Ibs. Gray 
Shirtings, which were sold at $2.724 per piece at the beginning of the 
fortnight, closed at $2.85 per piece, and were firmly held. Sales of Mad- 
dapollams were reported at $213 to 22 for 3 Ibs. cloth, with a slightly 
better demand. T-Cloths had participated in the general improvement ; in 
Gray Goods the demand was more active and prices firmer. Drills 
quieter, and the only sales reported were of Dutch 80-yard cloth at $65 to 
66.50 per corge. White Shirtings out of demand, and a further reduction 
of about 10 cents per piece had to be submitted toon fine goods. Imita- 
tion Irish Linens had been in fair inquiry, and sales were reported at $2.17 
to 2.224 per piece. Cambrics less inquired for. White Figured Shirtings 
in request ; sales of Spots at $2.824 to 2.90 per piece. Dyed Goods of 
most descriptions had been neglected. A small sale of Orange Shirtings 
at $2.75 to close consignment, and of Pink Figured at $4.25 were the 
only transactions reported. T. R. Cambrics out of request, and dull 
of sale. T. R. Yarn in small stock; demand limited; holders firm. Co- 
loured Yarns: Transactions insignificant ; sales of Imperial Red at $76, 
Orange $82} to 83, and Green at $84 to 87. Gray Yarn remained with- 
out alteration till the same speculative demand which affected Gray Shirt- 
ings caused prices to advance by about $5 to 10 per bale. Sales which 
were made at the beginning of the fortnight at $130 for No, 40s had since 
been concluded at $185 and 140 per bale; holders firm. The only sale 
of low numbers was Nos. 18 to 24 at $118; stocks nearly cleared. 
Metals: There was not much change to note, and transactions had been 
smal]. Sales of Nail Rod Iron at $2.50 per picul, and Swedish Iron at 
$8.40. Yellow Metal Shenthing sold at $224 to 23}, and Zinc Sheathing at 
$9 per pical. The arrivals of Coal had been on a more moderate scale, and 
prices, though low, were firm. The sales had been :—A cargo of Scotch 
to arrive at $6 per ton; 250 tons North Wales at $53; 644 tons West 
Hartley at $7 cash, seller paying wharfage—equal to $6} ordinary 
terms; and 430 tons Cardiff at $6] per ton casb. 

CxyLox.—The Import market had been animated and sales of Gray 
Shirtings had been made in all staple kinds to a considerable extent. 
Male Twist was in active enquiry. T. R. Twist in steady demand at late 
rates. Orange and Green Twist had brought an advance, Cambrics 
short in good cloth and asked for. Sarons and Comboys in better en- 
quiry. Regattas fully stocked, and sales could not be made at late rates. 
Handkerchiefs dull. Thread utterly neglected. Metals all in moderate 
stock and averege demand.

TEA. 

YoxouamMa.—The market had been opened at prices fully as high as 
last year’s, but the leaf was said to be of fair quality, and not so much 
mixed. Settlements principally for San Francisco amounted to about 
1,400 piculs of medium and good medium grades, for which full prices had 
been paid. Supplies had not come in very freely daring the fortnight, and 
the stock of leaf on offer was about 2,000 piculs; no high class teas had 
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appeared. Quotations :—Medium $26 to 29 per picul; good mediam, $30 
to 38 per picul; all other descriptions nominal. 

SnHancuar.—During the fortnight a large business had been done in 
Black Teas, andthe market was almost entirely cleared of Teas possessing 
much quality. Prices paid had been irregular, but on the whole establish 
a considerable advance on those of the previvus fortnight, more especially 
for ‘Teas at and over Tls. 25. Arrivals from Hankow had been large, but 
most of the Teas were undesirable except at very low prices. In face, 
however, of settlements of common Shangtams at Tls. 18} to 19 per picul 
it may possibly be difficult to induce teamen to accept some such rates 
for their fair to medium Oopacks and Oonams. Settlements on the market, 
62,689 chests; re-shipments on owners’ account, 81,279 chests; stock, 
104,862 chests. The following are the prices that had been paid:— 
Hohows, Tls. 20 to 27 per picul; Oonams and Oonfas, Tls. 18 to 33 per 
picul; Oopacks, Tls. 21 to 29 per picul; Ningchows, ‘Ils. 21 to 29 per 
picul. Green: There had been considerable arrivals of Pingsueys, and 
8,000 3-chests had been taken at from Tls. 314 to 39. Settlements and 
Re-shipments: 8,697 4-chests Pingsuey ; 1,470 §-chests Shanghai packed, 
Japan, &c. Stock: 10,500 4-chests Pingsuey ; 4,000 4-chests Shanghai 
packed, Japan, &c. 

Haxxkow.—The following is from Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer and Co.’s 
Report, dated 25th June :—After departure of last mail we had a dragging 
market with gradually declining prices till the news of the opening of the 
Shanghai market reached us, when teamen became firmer, as the prices 
paid there for the inferior grades were above our rates. Buyers did not at 
first show any disposition to meet the teamen in their increased demande, 
and for two or three days but little was done, and only such parcels were 
taken as would come at former rates; subsequently, however, more incli- 
nation was shown to operate on terms slightly in favour of seilers, and 
closing transactions show an advance of about 1 tael per picul from the 
lowest point. Settlements for the fortnight are 35,000 chests, 2,200 
half-chests, and 1,700 boxes at 12$ to 24 taels, a fair portion of 
which has been in barter against goods. Total settlements for season 
are 158,457 chests, 19,000 half-chests, and 6,600 boxes, against 
in 1868, 165,829 chests, 6,600 half-chests, and 2,700 boxes. We 
quote good medium to fine Oopacks 20 to 24, mediam to good medium 
18 to 20; fair to good Oanfas 18 to 21; common Oonams and Shuntam. 
12) to 16. Shipments to Shanghai for sale on native account are, for the 
fortnight, about 42,000 packages, making a total of 7,500 packages, 
against 5,300 packages for corresponding period last year. ‘The total 
quantity shipped by natives to Shanghai for sale during last senson was 
under 120,000 chests, and we can only accoant for the present enormous 
increase by this season being earlier, and the first crop being larger than. 
it was last year, and also that many teamen preferred trying another 
market rather than sell at the heavy loss consequent on accepting our 
current rates. The future of our export now depends on the course- 
taken by Shanghai buyers; we fear that if they continue to buy on the 
same scale as their opening rates, our export will in all probability be quite 
as large, if not larger, than it was in 1868. 

Kivukianc.—Fair arrivals had taken place, but, owing to the scarcity of 
fine Teas, very little business had resulted. A decline of 3 ta-ls per picu) 
had been established in Ningchow Teas, but teamen preferred to ship to 
Shanghai rather than accept these rates. Settlements were four chops 
Ningchow, at 21 to 23 taels. 

Foocnow.—The following is from Messre. Odell and Co.'s Circular, 
dated 2nd July :—We have to advise that our Tea market has at last 
been opened, though only a moderate amount of business has as yet been 
done. Congous: Business was commenced on 20th ult., by the settlement, 
on Russian account, of about 2,000 chests “ Ching Wo” kinds, at ‘I'ls. 32.8 
to 36.8 ship off, being a decline of 3 to 4 taels per picul on rates ruling 
last season. During the next few days only a few chops, which appeared 
to stand out as regards quality, were settled; but on the 25th ult. 
a purchase of about 7,000 chests was reported by one firm, since 
when buying has become more general. Common ,;.ades have been 
in demand on Australian account, and buyers, being anxious to despatch 
their chartered vessels, have paid full rates for these grades. Dust 
and broken leaf have been in good demand, and of the settlements re- 
ported at foot there are fully 17,000 chests of these sorts. For the good 
medium to finest Kaisow kinds, prices have gradually declined, and pur- 
chases could now be made about 4 taels cheaper: and compared with rates 
tuling last season, they show a reduction of 6 to 10 taels per picul, 
while Packling kinds, which are in very full supply, have been pressed 
for sale and show even a more marked decline. The well known “ Crack ” 
chops of Kaisow, which are inferior in quality to the average of years, 
have been sold out of their usual channels and realised a decline of 10 to 
12 taels per picul on last year’s rates. The quality of good and fine Tea 
remaining on offer is very small, the bulk of our lurge stock consisting of 
common mixed leaf kinds. We confirm our previous report as regards 
the yield of the first crop, viz.:—that it will be about 20,000 to 30,000 
chests skort of that of Jast season. The teamen have not yet commenced 
purchasing the second crop, waiting lower rates. Souchongs have come to 
hand more freely within the last few days, but business has not yet been 
commenced, As regards quality, they compare unfavourably with 
those of last season’s growth. Oolongs: The teamen are unwilling 
to meet the views of buyers, and there are no transactions to advise. 
Scented Teas have been in fair inquiry and rates paid are about 
10 taels cheaper than those ruling last season. Flowery Pekoes: 
A few small parcels have found buyers at full prices. Settlements 
have been—Congou, 95,178 chests, at Tis. 8.3 to 38.8 per picul, 
ship off; Scented Tea, 22,800 boxes, at Tls. 22.8 to 32.8 per picul, 
ship off; Flowery Pekoe, 663 chests, at Ts. 82.8 to 42.8 per picul, ship 
off. The above settlements of Congou were made at the following rates: 
—Dast to broken leaf kinds, Tls. 8.3 to 13.5.5 per picul, ship off; low 
ordinary to fair flavoury kinds, Tls. 14.8 to 22.8 per picul, ship off ; fine 
to finest Kaisow, Tls. 24.8 to 35.3 per picul, ship off; extra fine, Tls. 35.8 
to 38.8 per picul, ship off. 

Caxton.—The market for new season’s teas was opened on the 29th 
June (five or six weeks later than usual) by the settlement of some 5,000 
boxes Scented Caper at Tls.26 to 28 for fine to ordinary finest kinds. 
Since then a large business had been transacted almost entirely in good 
mediam to finest Caper at about similar rates. Prices paid for the bulk 
of the settlements were seven taels below the opening quotations of last 
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A few small parcels of finest Scented Orange Pekoe had been taken 
at full to excessive prices, but no business was reported in the medium 
and fine qualities. No settlements of district Congou had been made, 
But few chops of new season's Canton made Green Teas had been offered. 
The settlements reported were principally parcels of mixed old and new 
season's teas. Canton settlements from 19th June to 3rd July, 1869 :— 
Country Congous, no stock; Canton District Congous, no sales ; Scented 
Orange Pekve, 8,000 boxes at Tls. 15} to 34; Scented Capers, 55,000 
boxes at Tls. 20 to 34; Canton Greens, Gunpowder, 15,500 boxes at 
Tis.12 to 25; Young Hyson, 6,000 toxes at Tis. 14 to 18; Country 
Greens, no stock. 

SILK. 


Yorkouama.—Business in Silk had been all but nominal. The settle- 
ments did net exceed 150 bales, and a good part of these were shipped on 
native account, The small stock remaining was held for very full rates. 
Total settlements for season are thus just 15,000 bales. No new Silk had 
arrived. 

SHancuar.—Mesers. C. J. Skeggs and Co. report upon the market as 
follows :—Soon after the departure of last mail buying was renewed at 
gradually hardening prices until an advance of fully 10 taels had been 
reached, when the receipt of a London telegram to the 8th June checked 
operations, Since then business has again commenced at a decline of 10 
to 15 taels for common sorts, and about 10 taels on good and best Silks, 
chops, however, having been taken at last mail’s rates. The following 
prices have been paid :—Chooping’s No. 3, Tls. 560; Dragon, Tis. 550; 
Yakee and Donkey, Tis. 540 to 545; Blue Flag, Tls. 510; and Red Pea- 
cock, Tls. 460. Fatmow Huinin No. 2 has fetched Tls. 480, but sales 
have also been made at ‘Tls. 475. In Kahing Taysaams, Ching-Yuen- 
Sing’s Nanling has been taken at Tls. 435, but other inferior chops have 
been sold down to Tls. 420 for such Kah-Yuen- Fong's Nanling. In Chin- 
Cums there is no market.to report, but very high prices are asked. Ex- 
change is about a third per pound in favour of buyers. The total settle- 
ments are estimated at about 2,500 bales. 


STRAITS PRODUCE. 

Susapaors.—The business done had been moderate, and prices were 
without much alteration. After the departure of the last mail Gambier 
receded to $3.05 per picul, but had again advanced to $3.07}, at which it 
was firm—about 950 tons having been contracted for. Black Pepper re- 
mained firm at $6.80; and about 7,500 piculs had been contracted for at 
this price; deliveries were small. White Pepper of good dry quality was 
scarce; what was offering being chiefly inferior. Pearl Sago was taken 
up freely at $3.15 to 3.20. per picul for ordinary grain, and $3.25 for large 
pearl. Sago flour remained without alteration, and bad been taken up 
freely, at $2.50 to 2.55. Tapioca hud been bought to a moderate extent 
at $4.60 to 4.80. Hides in larger supply. Tin declined to $29, and $294 
for Malacca, until arrival of the present Mail from China, when, owing to 
advices thence, prices advanced to $293 to 30. 


JAVA PRODUCE. 

Batavia.—Arrack. was in fair supply, and the value was rather lower, 
asale of abont 100 leaguers having been made at f.117.50 per leaguer 
(equal to £.165.72 per leaguer f.o.b.). Coffee had been neglected, and no 
transactions in Java qualities had been reported; f.35 per picul may be 
considered the nominal value of good ordinary (equal to f.33.94 per 
50 kilo., or 58s. 5d. per cwt. f.o.b.). The Government auction, held at 
Padang on the 29th May, averaged f£.37.55 per picul for 41,60 piculs 
first quality, and £.13.71 for 1,200 piculs black beans. Gum Dammar 
continued to advance, the last price paid for fine clean being f.48,50 per 
picul (equal to f.46.17 per 50 kilo., or 763. 10d. per ewt. f.o.b.). Unpicked 
quality offers at £.28 per picul. Wides readily commanded last rates. 
India-rubber, Gutta Percha and Pepper were not procurable, the market 
being quite bare of supplies. Sapanwood: About 60) piculs had been 
sold at f.8.25. Sugar was again dearer ; transactions during the month had 
taken place at f.15,75 for No. 14, and selected parcels could not be bought 
at better than f.16 for No. 14 (equal to f.29.11 per 100 kilo., or 25a. 1d. 
per cwt. f.o.b.). Two crops of about 30,000 piculs each had been sold 
at public auction at f.15.16, delivery to be taken at the mills. The 
weather during the fortnight has become more favourable for drying, and 
some new sugars bad already arrived. Tin: An auction of 5,000 piculs 
Billiton would be held in July. 


CEYLON EXFORTS. 

Cotomso.—The Report of Messrs. George Wall and Co. contains the 
following :—Coffee—Plantation: As the home advices continue to report 
a dull market at declining prices, and the demand has ceased for Aus- 
tralia, there is very little doing; the last transaction was at 11s. 3d. per 
bushel. Native: The price of Native Coffee is supported by a present 
demand for America, and it stands at 5Us. per cwt. f.o.b. Exports of 
both Native and Plantation to date 921,161 cwt., against 879,765 cwt. 
at the same time last year, showing an increase of 41,396 cwt. Cinna- 
mon: 24s. per pound is still paid for the best garden description; the 
clearances are 2,400 bales in excess of last year, being 8,336 bales this 
year, against 5,956 bales last. Cocoanut Oil has been dealt in at prices 
equivalent to £34 per ton f.o.b, The supply of Copperah is scarce; 
makers are disposed to advance their ratea, but the dull advices from home 
prevent buyers from responding. Plumbago: Only the finest descrip- 
tions attract the attention of Luyers, for which they only offer about £12 
per ton for lump and £4 for dust; medium and low qualities are quite 
neglected; the prices now ruling do not pay the cost of mining, and for 
the present these operations are in large measure suspended. Coir Yarn: 
We have not heard of any transactions during the past fortnight, and the 
medium descriptions we quote 22s. per cwt. nominal.

AFFAIRS IN JAPAN. 

WE bad some time ago a tolerably circumstantial account 
of the inauguration of the first session of the Parliament at 
Yedo, but have heard little of its doings since. The 
country seems to be a good deal disturbed, trade is at a 
standstill, and altogether the state of affairs is such as must 
give some cause of uneasiness to the Government, as well as 
to the representatives of Foreign Powers. If the so-called 
Parliament really possesses any legislative powers, they might 
surely be brought into operation with advantage. We hope 
Sir Harry Parkes will soon be able to obtain some insight 
into the working of this Assembly, with a clear definition of 
its status in the Empire, and the extent to which it may in- 
fluence the relations of the Mrkapo with Foreign Powers. At 
present its functions appear to be involved in some degree 
of obscurity, the only one exercised being that of “ consider- 
ing ” any question submitted to the members, and laying a 
report of their deliberations before the Mikado ; and to-day’s 
mail brings us a translation of a curious sort of memorial 
recently produced by the Japanese Foreign-office that is now 
undergoing that process. 

This remarkable document professes to set forth, seriatim, 
the various difficulties occasioned by the presence of Fo- 
reigners in Japan ; it is divided into twenty-one clauses, 
each containing a question, to which an answer appears to be 
required. It commences with an allusion to the diversity cf 
opinion that exists in Japan as to the manner in which Foreign 
intrudera ought to be dealt with ; some, it is cheerfully re- 
marked, think they ought to be exterminated at once, while 
others would prefer encouraging them for a time, until the 
Japanese have thoroughly perfected themselvesin the science 
of warfare, and then driving their unwelcome guests into 
the sea.‘ In the second clause the Assembly is naively 
asked for a candid opinion as to the relative merits 
of assassination or ejection — “shall we proceed to a 
“‘ systematic expulsion, or shall the Foreigners residing in 
“ our country be killed ?” and then, with a sort of lingering 
doubt as to whether either plan will meet with unreserved 
approval from the Foreigners themselves, the writer per- 
tinently adds, “ But if the Foreigners wage war against us 
for this, how shall we resist them ?” A query which, we should 
imagine, the Japanese Parliament will regard as a rather 
difficult conundrum, and “ give it up.” After discussing the 
best means of guarding the Imperial person in case of such 
a war, the writer proceeds to point out that the large force of 
Foreign soldiers (chiefly English) kept in Japan is entirely 
owing to the repeated murders of innocent Foreigners that 
have taken place ; and asks, if this system of assassination 
and the consequent augmentation of the Foreign troops is to 
continue, what is to be done when they become so numerous 
as to take possession of all the ports? The difficulty is put 
in clear and forcible language :—“ If, in consequence of new 
“murders of Foreigners, their troops should be so much aug- 
“ mented that they occupied all our ports, what country will 
“be then more despised and humiliated than ours? Even 
“now, there are many grievances the Foreigners have against 
“us. How can we clear our old and sacred laws and religion 
“from this stain? What are we todo? It is because our 
“Government can neither protect their own people nor the 
“ Foreigners that the Foreign countries have sent their troops 
“to us, and they declare that they will not withdraw 
“them until the Government has obtained the power over 
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* life and death, and to punish and reward. And this power 
“the Government must have—enough authority to protect 
“their own people and the foreigners. That, as is now the 
“ case, the Foreign countries themselves punish crimes com- 
“mitted in our country is a shame and an insult. How 
“can we wipe it out?” Theoretically, this is easily an- 
swered. Organise a strong Government, we might say. 
Make a law whereby offences against Foreigners shall be pu- 
nished as severely as against natives, and honestly carry it 
into effect. You will then have done all that can be done to 
efface the stain of former misdeeds, and rendered armed inter- 
ference unnecessary for the future. But, practically, this is 
not so easy ; the country is torn by internal dissensions, and 
the restoration of tranquillity at home must precede a satis- 
factory adjustment of external relations. 

The debts owing to Foreign countries, and the ways and 
means of paying them off, form the next “difficulty” re- 
garding which advice is asked. The Foreign debts taken 
over by the new Government from the old one (the Sa1o- 
Goon’s) is stated at six millions of dollars. This includes 
the overdue balance of the Simonoseki indemnity—one mil- 
lion and a-half; a loan of half a million from the Oriental 
Bank ; one of a million from (or through) an English mer- 
chant ; debts from Daimios to Foreigners, now guaranteed 
by Government, to the extent of 240,000 dollars; and 
various other items. To the credit of the Japanese Foreign- 
office, their memorial does not exhibit any intention to rely 
on the bloodthiraty measures more than hinted at in its com- 
mencement as a means of extinguishing these liabilities. 
Even repudiation is not alluded to. The memorialists simply 
ask—“ How are we to satisfy these claims?” Whereas, in 
some countries that we could name, a good deal nearer home, 
the formula would be “how are we to avoid paying these 
claims?” A portion of them, by the way, arise out of the 
large quantity of spurious gold and silver coin that bas found 
its way into the hands of Foreign merchants, and in this 
document the fact of the debased coinage having emanated 
from the Government Mint at Osaka is freely admitted :— 
“The Japanese Government, by issuing bad coins and acting 
‘contrary to the treaties, have, by deceiving their own people 
“ and Foreigners, polluted their name in the sight of all the 
“ countries ; how shall we clear ourselves of this stain ?” 
This is the final question, and the memorial (we can find 
no more suitable name for it) winds up with an earnest 
appeal to the Parliament for an early and thorough discussion 
of these pressing difficulties. 

We await the result with some curiosity. Will the pro- 
posal to “kill all the Foreigners” be discussed by the Yedo 
Parliament as coolly as it is put forth by the Foreign-office ? 
Or will the Daimios pass that over, as rather too strong a 
measure, and, accepting the presence of strangers as a 
necessary evil, proceed to legislate for their protection, and 
otherwise prepare to meet the difficulties they are called on 
to face? At any rate, whatever it may result in, this memo- 
rial is in itself an extraordinary document, for it admits us, 
so to speak, behind the scenes of Japanese officialdom, and 
affords a new and striking illustration of the peculiar point 
of view from which the natives survey questions of Foreign 
policy. 

BerorE the Session of Parliament came to an end the 
“Straits Settlements Bill” was read a third time and 
Lest any over-sanguine Straitsonians should be led to imagine 
that their wildest visions are on the eve of realisation—that 
the constitution of the Legislative Council is about to be 
reformed, the independence of the Judges secured, and Go- 
vernor ORD suppressed altogether, we may as well mention 
that this is simply a measure for transferring the Straits 
Settlements from the Episcopate of Calcutta, of which they 
have hitherto formed part, to another ecclesiastical juris- 
diction. 


In another column we print the text of the Memorial 
addressed to Earl GraNnvILLE by the members of the Ceylon 
Civil Service, wherein the Colonial Department is roundly 
taken to task for what the Civil servants are pleased to re- 
gard as a wholesale maladministration of patronage and pro- 
motion. The Memorial—the “humble Memorial,” it styles 
itself at the outset—is couched in terms of such arrogance that 
we cannot anticipate for it much sympathy either in or out of 
the Colonial-office. It is an outburst of temper rather than 
a temperate statement of grievances, and will in all probabi- 
lity bring on its authors a decided “ snubbing. ’ 
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CHINESE EMIGRATION. 

Since the regime of Admiral de Souza as Governor of 
Macao was inaugurated, the infamous slave trade that had so 
long disgraced that colony under the disguise of “free emi- 
gration” has been suppressed ; but, unhappily, an equally 
vile, if not a worse form of the traffic, seems to have become 
naturalised in Hong Kong. According to the Hong Kong 
Daily Press, a perfectly trustworthy authority, the ex- 
portation of Chinese women from that port to Cali- 
fornia for the worst of all purposes, has lately increased 
to an enormous extent. Among the hundreds of Chi- 
nese passengers leaving by every vessel for San Fran- 
cisco there have doubtless always been a certain pro- 
portion of “unfortunates”—women who went knowingly, 
and, alas, only too willingly, to pursue their miserable voca- 
tion in the Pacific States. Of course, no legislation, no care 
on the part of the Hong Kong Government or the owners 
of ships, could check this. But of late we are told that 
hundreds of girls are kidnapped, and shipped off wholesale 
against their will, to be sold to a life of shame, being first 
inveigled from their homes in the interior, then taken to 
Hong Kong, and finally forced on board ship under a 
system of terror and intimidation that frightens them into 
the appearance of being cousenting parties. No wonder 
that the Daily Press calls for colonial legislation on the sub- 
ject ; and its suggestion that a proclamation should be issued, 
informing these poor people (who are necessarily ignorant 
of the law) that they can claim the protection of the Go- 
vernment, should be instantly adopted, together, we would 
add, with another, offering a reward for the detection of the 
guilty persons, for whom uo punishmentadmitted by English 
law would be severe enough. 

At the same time that this most unwelcome revelation is 
forced on our notice, a great controversy is going on in the 
United States as to the expediency of introducing Chinese 
coolie labour into the South, whereby it is thought that the 
formerly slave-cultivated States might be raised to a pitch of 
productiveness and prosperity even superior to that which 
they enjoyed in the palmy days before their peculiar “ insti- 
tution” was overthrown. Mr. Koopmanscwaap is the hero 
of the hour; he has held up the tempting bait to the 
promoters of Southern regeneration, and they have be- 
come so enamoured with the scheme as to organise a 
company with an immense capital, to promote the influx 
of the wished-for tide of Chinese labour. But a difficulty 
has intervened. The importation of the coolies seems, ac- 
cording to the present condition of United States law, to be 
wholly illegal. Congress had passed an Act in 1862 totally 
prohibiting the coolie trade. By this Act citizens of the 
United States, and residents within the same, are forbidden 
to “raise, equip, load, or otherwise prepare, any ship or vessel, 
“registered, enrolled, or licensed in any port of the United 
‘States, for the purpose of procuring the subjects of China, 
‘known as coolies, to be transported to any Foreign country, 
*‘&c.” The penalty for the infraction of this enactment is 
the forfeiture of the ship and all her appurtenances. It is 
also made an offence, punishable with fine and imprisonment, 
to aid or abet in building, equipping, or navigating any vessel 
intended for the coolie trade, or to take on board, receive, or 
transport coolies so intended. Again, in 1867, the mat- 
ter was brought to the notice of Congress in connection 
with the Macao traffic, and a resolution was passed unani- 
mously by both Houses of Congress, expressing the abhor- 
rence of the people of the United States of the coolie 
trade, and their firm determination to maintain the pro- 
hibitive Act. And the fifth article of the celebrated 
BurutncaMs Treaty provides against any other than volun- 
tary emigration, and agrees to make it a penal offence to 
take Chinese subjects from China without their free and vo- 
luntary consent, All these provisions are, it seems, to be 
interpreted in the most stringent form, for the Collector of 
Customs at New Orleans having applied to the Secretary of 
the Treasury for instructions, in view of the expected influx 
of Chinese, has received a reply in which he is authorised 
and directed to use all vigilance in the suppression of this, 
as the Secretary of the Treasury calls it, “new modifica- 
tion of the slave trade.” This appears to usa most unreason- 
able action on the part of the United States Government. 
The law thus enforced was d at a time when the ship- 
ment of coolies from Macao to Cuba, the Chincha Islands, 
&c., really embodied all the horrors of a slave trade; and 
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the determination to be in no way identified with it 
reflected nothing but honour on Congress. But in what 
respect can the introduction of these labourers in American 
ships, to reside and work on American soil, under the pro- 
tection of American law, be compared with a slave trade ? 
If it is the deliberate conviction of the Southerners that 
coolie labour will be a blessing and not a curse to their land, 
why not let them have it? Once on American ground they 
will be free to all intents and purposes, aud can no more be 
placed in the position of slaves than the now emancipated 
negroes can be again reduced to bondage. The only real 
difficulty is that of guarding against kidnapping or forced 
embarkation iu China, and this might be accomplished by 
placing each vessel in a sort of quarantine on arrival at San 
Francisco, and permitting none of her passengers to be 
landed until a certificate had been produced showing the 
exact number on board, and that the United States Consul at 
the port of embarkation had received satisfactory proof that 
in every case the departure was free and voluntary. This 
system, properly carried out, and combined with the inflic- 
tion of heavy peralties for every delinquency, would at once 
admit of the safe introduction of Chinese labonr into the 
States, whether required for mining or agriculture, and at 
the same time put a stop to the monstrous evils that evi- 
dently beset the female emigration from Hong Kong. In 
adopting such measures the United States Government would 
assuredly receive the most hearty co-operation from Governor 
MacDownnett, and the cordial sympathy of Englishmen in 
all parts of the world. 


AUSTRIAN TRADE WITH THE FAR EAST. 

Tue latest accounts received from the Expedition to the 
Far East contain some interesting particulars of the Treaty 
of Commerce concluded with Siam, which appears to have 
been very cleverly managed, and in many respects highly 
favourable for the interests of Austrian trade. The treaty 
differs in so far from similar ones concluded between Siam 
and the other European States that it contains a specified 
list of the articles of export and import either prohibited or 
monopolised. This has been overlooked in framing the 
treaties with England, France, and other Powers, by which 
the merchants and shippers of those nations are exposed to 
innumerable difficulties and chicanery in unintentionally in- 
fringing the laws and customs of Siam, and having to pay 
dearly for their experience. This definition of the prohibited 
articles, which is certainly an improvement on the existing 
treaties, is understood to be a diplomatic success of Herr 
von ScuERZER, who was charged with the negotiation of the 
treaty, and who carried his point in spite of the violent oppo- 
sition of the Siamese, who objected to it as an innovation, 
which they will probably be soon compelled to extend to 
their treaties with other countries under the “ most favoured 
nation” clause. 

It cannot be doubted that the Government of Austria acted 
wisely in sending out the Expedition, and “in the nick of 
time ;” for in the face of the opening of the forthcoming Suez 
Canal, great preparations are being made in various parts of 
the monarchy to profit by the opportunity thus offered for di- 
rect communication with India and China. In Austria no 
doubt has ever been entertained that the Suez Canal would 
become an established fact, nnd a fair amount of the shares 
in the company are held by Austrian capitalists. It was only 
considered a question of time, and the uncertainty of the 
period of its completion was the sole reason for taking 
measures which have long since been projected and organised, 
and are now being brought into execution. At Trieste a 
company is in course of formation, for the purpose of 
running a line of steamers from that port through 
the Canal in the firet instance to Bombay, and Cal- 
cutta, to fetch the two principal staple articles of 
the Austrian manufactures, cotton and indigo, for which 
they have hitherto been dependent on the English markets, 
subjecting them to the disadvantage of a doubly round-about 
route, firstly round the Cape of Good Hope to England, and 
secondly from London or Liverpool up the Mediterranean 
via Gibraltar. These long and tedious routes will now be 
dispensed with, at an immense saving of time, exponse, and 
risk ; and the saving thus effected will amply compensate 
the merchants for the trifling extra expense of steam naviga- 
tion and the equally insignificant toll of ten francs per ton 
to the Suez Canal Company, whilst they will always have 
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sure market for the disposal of their goods in Austria, 
Switzerland, and Germany. For this service, which is to be 
at first fortnightly, six steamers of 1,200 tons each are now 
being built, and as soon as this line is organised the company 
proposes establishing another through the Suez Canal to 
Siam, China, and Japan, with larger and more powerful 
eteamers. 


THE CEYLON PLANTERS.—PRESENT CONDITION 
OF THE COFFEE ESTATES. 

Mp., now Sir WentwortH DiLkg, in his book, “ Greater 
Britain,” has allowed such surprising inaccuracies to creep 
into his description of Ceylon that it is difficult to believe 
that he was ever on the ground on which he writes. It would 
seem as if the knowledge he gained of the various countries 
through which he passed had all got mixed up together. 
For instance, instead of the coach which plies between 
Galle and Colombo being on the Java system of four 
ponies, it is simply the fact that it is always drawn by 
two horses, Not even on the occasion of the arrival 
of the Governor, Sir HercuLes Ropinson, were four horses 
used. This might pass as harmless, but not so when the 
writer attempts to twist the act of “a lady from Mauri- 
tius,” in taking a cowrie from a native, into a specimen of 
the manner in which the English in Ceylon tyraunise over 
the natives. Mr. Ditke jumps at conclusions with more 
vigour than accuracy, and if this is a specimen of how he 
has used his experience in describing English people abroad 
he had better have remained at home, and left “Greater 
Britain” to be explored by a more experienced and more tho- 
roughly English mind. The mischief of such anti-English 
tendencies is that they generally act as incentives to a 
train of abuse on Englishmen abroad. The Edinburgh 
Review, in reviewing Mr. Ditxe’s work, stretches these 
charges into a tirade of vulgar abuse against the Ceylon 
planters as a class, which is utterly untrue and scurrilous. 
The reviewer says:—‘ The people may often have been 
“treated harshly and superciliously by the officers of the 
“ British army or the Government, but they were reconciled 
“to it by the knowledge that those were high-caste men— 
“ sahibs—men in authority ; whereas these fellows (alluding 
“to planters) are evidently, by their demeanour and bearing, 
“low-caste, low-born, and low-bred. It is scarcely possible to 
“imagine any human beings who combine all the disagreeable 
“qualities of the national character in a greater degree than 
“some of the creatures who find their way to Ceylon and 
“ India as managers of tea and coffee plantations. English- 
“men without manners, education, or scruples ; Irishmen 
“with an acuteness which their want of principle makes dan- 
“ gerous, and with a recklessness which their want of kind- 
“ness makes terrible, are sent out to superintend the tasks of 
**Cinghalese or Assam labourers.” 

Now the planter, as a rule, isa man living entirely alone on 
his estate ; he has to manage some two hundred tofour hundred 
coolies in such a manner as to obtain from each coolie a fair 
amount of work for his wage, and it is the most important 
item in his management to do so without causing discontent. 
He must know how to act with firmness, as like all Asiatics 
these labourers are prone to idleness, but to resort to cruelty 
would be the most suicidal policy possible, for they would 
all walk off in a body to the nearest police magistrate, and 
most certainly obtain redress. The author must have had 
in his mind the condition of the slaves in the Suuthern 
States of America, with its system of uigger-driviug. It is 
simply a matter of fact that no flogging or other means of 
coercion is permitted on a Ceylon coffee estate. It is noto- 
rious that all proprietors or their agents would immediately 
dismiss any superintendent who resorted to any kind of ill- 
treatment. The place of the superintendent is entirely 
dependent on the success of his management in this and 
other respects. Any man found to have a bad temper and 
to be uaable to treat his labourers with kindness does not 
long retain his position. The chief element in the success 
of a coffee estate is of course an adequate labour. To judge 
the question however from a different test, we can state that 
these labourers, of their own free will, are continually pass- 
ing to and from India, and if there were any truth in the 
statements alluded to we should not find the stream of 


teat may be found in the fact that it is an unheard of occur- 
rence that the help of the police or military is required to 
quell disturbances on estates, or, what is not uncommon in 
cases where Asiatics are ill used, the massacre of the super- 
intendent and his staff. 


Now, with regard to the personal habits of the planters, asa 
class, instead of abusing them, it should have been stated— 
very much to their credit considering their lonely life—that 
the cases of dissolute and intemperate life amongst the 800 
planters are rare. Of course they are not angels, and there 
are exceptions ; but as a rule these planters are a decidedly 
respectable class of men. Many, indeed, have had a college 
education—not that that guarantees a man against bad 
habits ; but as a body planters are so well looked after by 
the proprietors or their agents that any such tendencies 
are followed by dismissal. Where the whole value of the 
estate depends on the efficiency of one man it is of the utmost 
importance that he should be free from intemperate habits. 
Even if there had been in days gone by any acts by which the 
planters could be spoken of as oppressors or “ nigger-drivers,” 
it was the duty of the reviewer to draw the line, and not to 
vilify the present generation for the acts of the past. That 
a journal of the standing of the Edinburgh Review should 
utter so gross a libel on the planters of Ceylon is most un- 
accountable; it is a gratuitous insult to a body of hard- 
working and generally speaking well-educated men. 


In these days of close working estates are regularly visited 
by an inspector, who examines ivto all the departments, and 
reports accordingly to the proprietors or agents. Nothing is 
taken for granted, as in former days, when a plauter dealt 
direct with the proprietor or his financial agents in London, 
and no doubt often appropriated a large portion of the funds 
drawn for the purposes of the estate to hisown benefit. Very 
dishonest management was sometimes carried further, for 
planters who owned estates under loans from London houses 
would obtain advances under false representations as to the 
yield of the crop. More than this, a planter has been known 
actually to obtain these advances whilst his estate was under 
mortgage, and conceal that fact. In those days registration 
of mortgage deeds was nut known, and hence the facility for 
frauds, Then followed the introduction of limited companies 
in London, for taking over estates at prices that have left 
heavy losses to the shareholders, although a few knowing 
vendors made a handsume profit by the transfer of estates 
they had easily acquired. This, added to some previous 
discreditable transactions, made Ceylon stink iv the London 
market, and no capitalist would look at a coffee plantation 
as an investment. 


This fast and loose condition of things has now happily 
been succeeded by a more strict regime, and it is no longer 
possible fur a plauter to draw up his estimates for the season, 
obtain the money, and spend it as he likes. The inspector now 
goes round and checks all the items. The reasun that coffee 
estates did not pay became clear enough when examined into. 
‘The sums drawn for expenditure on the estate for its proper 
mainienance wns not expended on it, but went another way. 
With such management, or rather want of managenient, it 
is not surprising that the yield was unsatisfactory as com- 
pared with the outlay. As a proof of the economical manage- 
ment now prevailing, it is only necessary to state that coffee 
was last season put on beard ship at Colombo costing not more 
than 30s. to 40s. per cwt., and netting in the London market 
60s. to 70s. This is the investment which capitalists turn 
aside from. These facts will, however, speak in time, and in- 
stead of acquiring a good-beuring estate at the present market 
price of £40 to £50 per acre, the rates will most probably 
considerably advance. The monsvon rain, which has not ap- 
peared fur five years, las returned this season, and the crops 
all look very promising for next autumn’s yield. ‘There is 
but little forest land lett suitable for coffee cultivation in the 
hands of the Government, which is selling at £1 to £3 10s. 
per acre. Really promising land is, however, worth £5 per 
acre, to which must be added all the expenses of clearing, 
planting, and a delay of three years before the maiden crop 
is gathered. Coffee estates in Ceylon properly bought at the 
present time and well worked will yield at least 1U to 20 per 
cent. Some estates will, with good honest management, re- 
turn a much larger percentage, and a fortune can be made 


immigration maintained ; whereas at this time the supply of} out of them with less than ordiuary risks, 


labour even exceeds the requirements of plantera. Another 
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Tue colonists of Hong Kong are hard to please. Labour- 
ing under a complication of inconveniences arising out of 
their defective monetary system, they cried out for a Mint 
of their own. In due time this was obtained, but no sooner 
had they got it, than they cried more loudly still to be rid 
of it. The second wish also was speedily, and we have always 
thought prematurely, granted ; and yet they are not content. 
The China Afail, in arecent issue, draws a melancholy pic- 
ture of the miseries arising from the want of a local coinage, 
“short,” “ chopped,” and spurious dollars, the bank system of 
receiving by weight and paying by tale, the squeezes of shroffs 
and compradores, and innumerable other evils being insepar- 
able from the present system, or rather total absence of system. 
The Jfud suggests two remedies—one is, that clean Mexican 
dollars, before being paid away by any local bank, should be 
stamped with the “chop” of that bank, in English and 
Chinese, and that these dollars should be thereafter a legal 
tender in paying sums of moderate amount. This would 
certainly be a great boon in small transactions, while large 
ones might still be carried on by weight. But we like the 
second plan better; it is to resume the coining of Hong 
Kong dollars (and, we presume, the subsidiary coins) at home, 
and at the same time making an ordinance that, after a 
peasonable interval, say a year from the first issue, they 
should be the only legal tender, Mexicans ceasing to be so 
except in sums above a given amount, and then by weight 
only. This is an ingenious plan, and, unlike many ingenious 
plans, has the additional merit of being strictly feasible. We 
hope to see something of the kind carried out shortly. 











Reatty, some people are very unreasonable. Commander 
Rosinson, for instance, of H.M.S. Rinaldo, who so rudely 
refused to allow his vessel to be used to convoy the yacht of 
his Majesty—we beg pardon, his Excellency, Sir Harry Sr. 
GxorcE ORD, on the occasion of that potentate’s visit to Java. 
Governor Orb, who possesses a cultivated though somewhat 
expensive taste for sublimity and regal magnificence, thought 
it would be very nice to go in his own yacht, with one or 
mere men-of-war in his suite—in fact to arrange it somewhat 
in the manner of a Royal progress). The commander of the 
Rinaldo quite failed to see the beauty of the plan, and, in 
deed, not only declined to sanction it, but so far forgot the 
respect due to Sir Harry as to offer the humiliating alterna- 
tive of a passage to Batavia on board the Ainaldo. A mere 
sloop, however, could not possibly contain his Excellency’s 
dignity, so the Peiho had to take him over alone, while the 
Rainbow, another Straits vessel, was told off to act for the 
nonce as a private despatch-boat, and carry his Excellency’s 
mails over after him—a task that might very well have been 
left to the regular mail steamer. The fitting-out and coaling 
of the two steamers, of course, cost several thousand dollars, 
and the colonists will have to settle the little bill. No won- 
der if they begin to think that King Log was best, after all. 





Tue August number of the Cornhill Afagazine contains a 
contribution by Mr. Mirrorp (Secretary to Her Masesty’s 
Legation in Japan), in the shape of a translation of a Ja- 
panese sermon. Mr. Mirrorp has brought to bear on his 
task—doubtless a pleasant one—all the art of a good trans- 
lator, for while rendering the discourse in most unexception- 
able English, hehas quite preserved thecharacter of the original. 
If the sermon he has chosen is a fair average specimen, and 
not one selected on account of its peculiar excellence, the 
hearers of sermons in Japan are much to be envied, for it is 
as full of poiut, illustration, and vivacity, as an English 
sermon is uyually of rigid formality and dulness. 


A Hoxe Kone telegram, recently published, says it is 
generally believed in China that the Peking Government has 
officially informed Sir Rutnerrorp Atcock that the Duke 
of Epixsvurat cannot be received by the Imperial family on 
a footing of equality. Of course our present Government, 
with its avowed intention to humour every prejudice of the 
Chinese, will not press the matter ; so we earnestly hope, 
that as the Duxr cannot go to Peking without subjecting 
himself to shameful humiliation, he will not go there at all. 
The Queen of Exciann’s sun can hardly be expected to eat 
humble-pie with the startling avidity shown by the members 
of our present Administration. 
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CHINA MISSIONARIES, 
The following correspondence upon missionaries in China has been 
addressed to the editor of The Times :— 


S1z,—It is with great interest that we English of this extreme East 
have read the debates on the China Missions and the leaders in The 
Times to the same effect. By the time this letter reaches you the in- 
terval that must elapse will be too great to suppose that even the 
faintest trace of public interest will be felt in the matter; bat still there 
are afew whom it affects directly, and others, again, who are compelled, 
however great a nuisance it may be to them, to take an interest in the 
matter, and it is to them that I would address a few words, which I can 
be trusted to do the more impartially as I am utterly indifferent to 
both sid-s of the question, and will merely record the few things that 
have fallen under my notice during a three yeara’ residence in China, 
Formosa, and Japan. It is hardly necessary to say that there is not the 
least resemblance in the manner of conducting the Roman Catholic 
and Protestant missions. While the former endure every hardship, 
lead a wandering, precarious life in the remote regions of Thibet, in the 
wilds of Lower China, far inland, where their lives are completely 
buried, and their death often remains unknown for years after it has 
occurred, the latter are the sleek, typical, under-educated class, who 
are represented in England by the Bible readers and lecturers in the 
small Sunday-schoolrooms of the provincial towns. They here find 
themselves, to their utter astonishment, almost political agents (cer- 
tainly as far as doing mischief is concerned), in obstinate defiance of 
the requests of their own Government, and with narrow-minded, 
bigoted prejudices against the people they come to convert. While I 
have attempted roughly to sketch the poor lay brother, a Franciscan 
of Rome, with no pay, no house, nothing but his breviary and his 
Chinese food, let me draw, with the object staring me and all other 
Eastern sojourners in the face, the comfortable bungalow of the worthy 
migsionary—on a hill, to catch the least air from the south-west mon- 
soon, with his mosquito curtains and his China logs, his well-stocked 
table and fullcellar, his conventicle not a stone’s throw from the house 
—probably his wife and children (the last certainly above the proper- 
tion usually allotted to men)—perfect immunity from all personal 
danger, with the inevitable gunboat under hia windows. 

I refrain from saying how they teach, or what they teach, or by what 
process they succeed in making the mission of peace and mercy an 
eternal cause of strife and bloodshed. For the same reasons am I un- 
willing to bear testimony to the amount of ‘‘fruit” thesc invalaable 
hasbandmen produce, but I may fearlessly call all China to witness 
that of all the rascals that infeat Shanghai, Hong Kong, or Canton, 
few exceed in villainy these precious lamba rescued from the toils of 
the Chinese Devil, whoever that may be. Butif they did nothiag 
worse than what I have already referred to, the evil in itself might be 
easily cured by having a better class of men, by having them more 
under control, and by a distinct determination that they should really 
be missionaries, and not so many well-housed, over-fed, illiterate per- 
sons, enjoying comfortable homes and good incomes, and doing worse 
than nothing. It is absurd the public at home should be made to 
support such an intolerable incubus as the fleet in China, which was 
distinctly proclaimed ag necessary for the protection of the missionaries, 
while at the eame time we are throwing off the burden of an ancient 
and magnificent establishment at home. 

The present First Lord of the Admiralty is, no doubt, perfectly well 
informed as to the nezcssities of the China station, and if he carries 
out his reductions still more—if he can by that measure compel the 
missionaries to resile in recognised localities of safety—he will do 
more to preserve the peace between the two countries, and to pour the 
commerce into its legitimate channels, than probably he has any idea of. 
What can be more disastrous for the general traveller out in these remote 
regicns than a horde of soi.disant proselytarians wandering about the 
country, craving protection everywhere, with their price-list and 
samples in three pockets, a Bible and tracts in the fourth? I am afraid 
I have already exceeded the very valuable space that you usually allow 
in your columns for a letter, and with the concluding remark, which 
now appears neceasary to me, that Iam neither a Roman Catholic aor 
of the Church as preached by the missionaries of China,—I remata,

Str, —As a Protestant missionary of some standing in China, I can- 
not leave unnoticed the very strong charges brought against.my class 
by your correspondent ‘‘ Veritas,” in The Times of to-day, and I trust, 
in justice to myself and my brother missionaries, that you will allow 
me space in your columns to etate a few relevant facts. 

Tam a Churchman, and my testimony will be, perhaps, the less 
suspected if | »peak, not of Churchmen, but of Independents,—namely, 
the missionaries of the London Missionary Society. 

Protestant missionaries are charged indiscriminately with indolence 
and self-indulgence, want of education, narrow-minded prejudice, and 
a babit of mixing up trade with their ostensible calling. 

The pioneer of Protestant missions in China was the London So- 
ciety’s missionary, Dr. Morrison, who, after many years of labour, left 
behind him translations of the Holy Scriptures and of portions of the 
English Liturgy, and also his well-known Lezican in six quarto 
volumes, which was published under the patronage of the East ludia 
Company. 

Among his successora, reaching down to the present time, occur the 
names of Milne, Medhurst, the Strunachs, Dra. Lockhart and Hobson, 
Legge, Wylic, Edkins, and Muirhead. And of their works, passing 
over a large mass of both religious and scientific tracts, I way name a 
verson of the whole Jible in admirably lucid and classical Chinese, to 
the perfection of which several of the missionaries just named con- 
tributed; a Lerican in four thick octavos by Medhurst; translations 
of Euclid, and of standard works on algebra, mechanics, the differen- 
tial and integral calculi, astronomy, and medicine ; and a critical and 
exegetical translation of the Confucian canonical works by Dr. Legge, 
of which four octavos are published and which is still in progress. 
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Your correspondent declines to discuss the question of the “fruits” 
of our labour, technically speaking: bat I think I have at least said 
enough to call in question his wholesale charges of ignorance, indo- 
lence, and “ narrow-minded bigoted prejudice against” the Chinese, 
go far, at any rate, as the missionaries of the London Society are 
affected by them. 

Is ought not to be overlooked that two of the great works I have 
named—Aforrison’s Dictionary and Dr. Legge's Classics—have been 
munificently patronised by lay residents in that China which ‘‘ Veri- 
tas” invokes to sustain his indictment against us; the former work 
having been edited at the expense of the Hon. East India Company, 
the latter at that of the late Mr. Joseph Jardine and his executors. 

With regard to the Chinese scholarship displayed in these works, 
my testimony will go for what it is worth. But having lived nine years 
consecutively within the walls of Chinese cities, Ningpo, and Hang- 
chow, daily reading and conversing with natives, and having, through 
& university education, gained some notion at least of what scholarship 
means, I cannot help bearing very cordial witness to the fact that 
the Chinese of the above-named works is remarkably good, and ac- 
ceptable to native scholars—heathen and Christian—particularly that 
of the version of the Bible, and that the dictionaries and the great 
critical work of Dr. Legge are probably the most valuable contribu- 
tion to the knowledge of Chinese literature since the works of the 
great Jesuits of the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. 

I have, as I proposed to do, spoken only of the achievements of one 
of the missionary bodies—the London Missionary Society. They have 
been the longest in the field, they have been eminent for ability, and 
they have addicted themselves very much to literary work. 

There are others, however, not far behind them in this respect, who 
in the apecial duties of evangelists are fully their equals. 

For myself and my colleagues of the Church Missionary Society, I 
will only say that we are quite unconscious of having gone to China 
either to make money or to live in luxury ; and that the Divine com- 
mand and obligation which first overcame our aversion from expa- 
triation has kept us hitherto conscientiously endeavouring to live as 
well as preach the gospel of truth and love among the Chinese.—I

THE OPIUM TRADE. 
(THE GLOBE.) 

It is an ill wind that blows nobody any good; thus the duty on the 
opium exported to China with such baneful and destructive results to 
the people of that empire, forms, as we were told by Mr. Grant Duff, no 
inconsiderable portion of the revenue of the British Indian Empire. 
At the same time the impost is one of great financial uncertainty, and 
exposed, Mr. Grant Duff considers, to three dangers—“ first, to the 
possibility of some movement in China which might effectually close 
that market; secondly, to an effective competition in the Chinese 
market from other countries; and, thirdly, to such an improvement 
in the manufacture of opium in China itself, as to make it independent 
of the Indian supply.” The first two dangers he was inclined to dis- 
miss as being, though possible, improbable ; and the third he looked 
on as only a remote contingency. We are inclined to think, however, 
that more weight is to be attached to this last than Mr. Grant Duff is 
willing to admit. The cultivation of the poppy has been for many 
years largely increasing in China, and whereas formerly it was confined 
to the provinces of Se-tchuen and Yunnan it is now aleo very generally 

wn in Shensi, Shansi, Mongolia, and Manchuria. At the present 

y the prepared native opium has nearly supplanted that of the Indian 
growth in many districts formerly aupplied from Hankow, and has re- 
cently found its way to Shanghai, where it has been offered in the 
market at prices far below the cost of the Foreign drug; and although 
the rapid spread of opium smoking among all classes of the Chinese has 
prevented any decline in the quantity of Indian opium imported, the 
competition it has met with has materially lost its price. Malwa, which 
in 1866 was worth 650 taela per chest, in 1868 fetched only 500 taels; 
and it is impossible not to anticipate that the price must fall still 
lower, for as the cultivation of the poppy spreads, the use of native 
opium, either mixed with Malwa or pure and simple, will become more 

neral ; and although it lacks the strength and flavour of the Foreign 

inds, and is at first unpalatable to those unaccustomed to its use, a 
taste for it is very easily acquired, while its comparative cheapness is 
an irresistible argument in its favour. The native growers have such 
manifold advantages over the importers that it is obvious that, unless 
some strong prohibitory measure is enforced against the cultivation, 
they will produce more and more opium each year; for while the im- 
port duty on the Foreign drug is as much as thirty taels per picul, the 
taxes on the same quantity of native opium amount to only three taels 
and a half—a difference which partly enables the grower to sell his 
opium at a price about 250 tacls per chest less than that which is im- 
ported. The logs inflicted on the Imperial exchequer by the check 
thus given to the further importation of the Indian opium is very great, 
and has lately drawn from the Throne a decree forbidding altogether 
the cultivation of the poppy; but the profits to the farmers are so large, 
being, as compared with crops of pulse or grain, as twenty-four to four- 
teen, and the illegal exactions levied on it by the local mandarins are 
so considerable that only a very strong Government, backed with the 
fall force of public opinion, would be able to suppress its production. 
Unfortunately for the revenues of both India and China, neither are 
known within the limits of the Flowery Land. It is said that last year 
the crop in See-chuen produced 50,000 piculs, while a traveller who 
lately visited Manchuria found that in the richer and more fertile dis- 
tricts the poppy was rapidly surperseding all other crops. Ina me- 
morial recently presented to the Throne by an Imperial Censor it ig 
also stated that in the Western Provinces the more productive districts 


are entirely devoted to the growth of the poppy, while the more sterile | 


regions are coneidered good enough for the less remunerative, but all 
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tity of opium imported from India to China increases rather than di- 
minishes, it is obvious that the rapid progress of the poppy cultivation 





| in the latter country threatens eventually to drive the Foreign drug out 


of the market. And although, as we have shown, the Joss being thus in- 
flicted on the Imperial exchequer is very great, the section of the com- 
munity who are interested in its growth isso large and powerful that the 
Government is powerless totake any effective measures for its prohibition 
It remains, then, for the Government of India to find a remedy for this 
condition of affairs. The true remedy seems to us to be to increase 
the quantity of opium produced, and to reduce the duty levied on it, 
and thus to enable Jarger importations at lower prices effectually to 
compete in the China markets with the native drug. We have as yet 
only looked at the question from a commercial point of view; but it 
is plain from the cheers which greeted Mr. Grant Duff's ambiguous 
declaration, “that no one who oceupied himself with Indian finance 
could be altogether happy about this (the opium) revenne,” that there 
is alarge party in England who are opposed on moral grounds to what 
is called this ‘‘ iniquitous traffic ;"" and with good reason, for it is abun- 
dantly evident that the use of opium is most injuriously affecting the 
people of China. The great diminution in the rate of increase of popula- 
tion, the widespread poverty, and the rapid growth of brigandage, are in 
& great measure traceable to its influence. By its enervating effects on 
the body, and its weakening effect on the mind. it disqualifies and dis- 
inclines the smoker for all work, either mental or bodily ; and thus, at 
the same time that the indulgence entails on him a large additional ex- 
penditure, it deprives him of the energy necessary to earn that subsis- 
tence which without it he would be able to obtain. ‘'Ihese evils are 
fully recognised by the poor wretches themselves, who eagerly seek from 
European science for remedies to enable them to free themselves from 
the pernicious habit. But none exist; and thus, while we have been 
the means of bringing innumeralje evils on the countless thousands of 
China, we are powerless to alleviate their suffering. 





SUBSIDISED STEAMSHIP COMPANIES.—THE MES- 
SAGERIES IMPERITALES. : 


The Semaphore of Marseilles makes the last report of the directors 
of the Messageries Imperiales Company the text of the following obser- 
vations :—Documents of this kind possess something more than a mo 
mentary interest. They are read by the public for other motives than 
the shareholders, and the press, moved by considerations of a much 
more general nature, examines undertakings of this kind less to ascer- 
tain what profits they may yield, than to study the progress of, or the 
circumstances which may have exercised an influence on, this impor- 
tant branch of the national industry. At the present moment eepe- 
cially, since the mercantile marine of France ceases to be protected by 
artifices of Customs legislation, it is of interest to Jearn whether our 
great navigation companies are prospering, and whether they are, as 
our opponents say, in a healthy state. The Messageries Imperiales 
Company no doubt enjoys that peculiar situation of all companies largely 
subventioned by the State. It must naturally result that the bases of 
competition are sensibly modified. In such cases the question to be 
cxamined is not whether thcse companies do not depend too much on 
their privileged situation, but whether they really endeavour to attain 
that necessary equilibrium for the balance not to incline to either side, 
and for the laws of free trade not to be continually in peril. A country 
may submit to great sacrifices in order to organise, in all their branches, 
services as extensive as those of the Messageries Imperiales Company, 
and to create anew industry. But this enterprise must on its side 
prove in time that there is a reason for its existence by sustaining 
itself with its own resonrces, by flying with its own wings, and by pro- 
viding for its own necessities; and that end may be attained without 
the State ceasing to take into account the services it requires and 
which are rendered to it. We happily find traces of these preoccu- 
pations in the report presented this year. In the announcement of the 
transformation of the vessels on the Brazil and La Plata line, it is easy 
to see that the directors of the Messageries Imperiales Company are 
struck with the difference existing between the present movement and 
the period at which they inaugurated the service. Since then there 
has been created a French line, two or three English services, and one 
from Hamburg, which have endeavoured to combine the regularity 
and rapidity of steam voyages with the requirements of commercial 
competition. These free companies, without subvention of any kind, 
are carried on to the advantage and to the satisfaction of numerous 
interests. Some of these foreign companies even come to the French 
ports of the Atlantic to compete for passengers and freight with the 
French company. Established subsequently to this last, and profiting 
by experience and the progress of naval constructions, they employ 
vessels in which efforts have been made to combine rapidity with a 
greater disposable space for cargo, and the minimum of expense pos- 
sible. One of the steamers of the Hamburg company excited re- 
cently, from these different points of view, the admiration of one of 
our confreres of the Journal du Havre, a good judge in these 
matters. It is clear that if we are anxious to maintain our 
rank we cannot remain stationary, and trust to a certain exces- 
sive extravagance of installation and administration to assure 
the prosperity of our postal services. When our neighbours and 
opponents are advancing we cannot rest idle, and leave to the im- 
pulses of national amour propre to induce the public to tolerate our 
inferiority. The opponents of our South American line have brought 
about a reduction in the rate of freight. The receipts of the Message- 
ries Imperiales Company have suffered from that competition, and it 
is about to defend itself by modifying its naval material. The vessels 
it is having constructed, and which are destined for that service—the 
Gironde, Amazone, and Uruguay—will meet those new requirements. 
They will convey almost double the number of passengers, will carry 
twice the quantity of merchandise, and will navigate at less expense. 
These vessels, with engines of 500-horse power, will be equal to 4,000 
or 4,500 tons effective burthen. Commercially, the effect of the trans- 
formation of the naval material will permit a reduction of the rate of 


important crops of grain and pulse. While, then, at present the quan- ; freight, and an increase of traffic, which is the indispensable basis of a 
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profitable working. Those who have observed the history of steam 
navigation during the last few years must have noted the immense 
progress realised. In the Mediterranean, which is the centre of an 
incessant movement of steam navigation, the competition has been keen 
and profitable. The lines, at first created for passengers, did not dis- 
dain soon to carry merchandiee ; the latter bas become the chief source 
of revenue, and at the present moment there is scarcely any article, 
however little may be its value, which does not constitute an aliment 
for steam navigation, formerly considered too expensive. What has 
taken place in the Mediterranean is now being repeated in the mari- 
time relations between Europe and South America. We are witnessing 
the commencement of the rivalry between steam and sailing vessels, 
and we shall not have to wait long for the result. In this new situation, 
the course of the subventioned companies is marked out beforehand. 
Should it continue its firat system it would soon be outatripped ; while, 
on the contrary, only one consideration can justify the sacrifices the 
State is making in its favour—namely, that it should be always the 
firat to adopt the progress accomplished, and to profit by the experience 
acquired, in order to anticipate the wants of the future. That future 
is, no doubt, in some measure foreseen. The conditions of competition 
will tend at each progress realised to equalise themselves, so that there 
will eventually be no privileged individuals, but only equals, remu- 
nerated according to the services rendered. And all the existing in- 
terests, far from having to fear those changes, will certainly have 
reason to be satisfied with them. Thus we believe we are acting wisely 
in openly approving of the decision taken by the Messageries Imperiales 
Company with respect to its Brazilian line.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hampura, August 15. 

In Germany we are in the midst of the dead season, when crowned 
heads are either travelling or enjoying rusticity at their country 
chateaux, and ministers are enjoying themselves at the various bathing 
places ; the Parliaments are all closed, the Courts of Law are in vacation, 
politics area drug in the market, and the newspapers find it so 
difficult to fill their columns that they look upon Count Beust's 
Austrian Redbook as a Godeend, from which they can reproduce a des- 
patch every day for the edification of their readers, whilst the number 
of frightful accidents and offences that are brought prominently before 
the public is quite alarming. The great fire at Gefle, the discovery of 
a Carmelite Sister immured for twenty years in a convent at Cracow, 
and the awful explosion of coal gas in a mine in Saxony, caused, ac- 
cording to Renter's telegram, ‘“‘ by stormy weather,” have in their turn 
been all made full use of by the journalists. And apropos de bottes, 
as Mr. Reuter himself is a German, it is wonderful that his people 
should have been allowed to make so grosaa blunder in translating 
Schlagendes Wetter into ‘‘ stormy weather,” as if any amount of stormy 
weather could have any effect on the atmosphere in a colliery four 
hundred feet below the surface, or cause an explosion of coal damp 
in the mine.

partridge shooting commence in Germany much earlier than is per- 
mitted in Englund—and leaving his colleagues at, Berlin to make up 
as best they may the drafts of the Bills to be presented to Parliament 
in the next Session, and especially the Budget. Itis asserted that the 
Finance Minister has had a bright idea, and happily hit on an ex- 
pedient to reduce the deficit of eleven millions of dollars in the 


Treasury by five or six millions by shortening the credits granted to | 


merchants for payment of duties from nine to three months, by which 
means the sums only due next year will be available in this. If this 
be confirmed it will require but a very small increase of taxation, or 
perhaps even only the issue of Exchequer Bills, to enable the Minister 
to tide over the difficulty. 

Captain Kohler, of the German Navy, who was appointed to the com- 
mand of the Arcona, intended for China and Japan, has just been 
gazetted to the Hertha at Kiel for service in the Mediterranean, to re- 
present Germany at the festivities cousequent on the opening of the 
Suez Canal. This would se.m to confirm what I wrote in a previous 
letter, that the voyage of the Arcona to the Far East had been aban- 
doned from motives of economy. 


COMMERCIAL. 

In spite of the large supplies that have arrived at this port and 
Bremen during the past fortnight the deliveries of Rice have been con- 
siderable, and much animation has prevailed in the market, prices 
showing but little alteration. The Tea market is quiet, as is usual 
at this season of the year. Cassia Lignea continues in favour, and 
commands 13 to 13}. sch. beo. Pepper rules firm. Spelter is tightly 
held, and not to be had under 14 marks banco in loco. If the holdera 
would make a trifling concession a good deal of business might be 
done ; though for delivery there are no inquiries, it being so uncertain 
when the supplies now on the way may arrive, as river navigation in 
the interior is almost suspended, owing to the want of water consequent 
on the drought.

Rorrerpam, August 16. 

You must not be surprieed if you hear that your correspondent is a 
traitor, and has been committed for high treason, for reproducing 
your leader, ‘ Dutch Rule in Java,” which is now a topic of universal 
comment. The leading Opposition papers have accused your most 
obedient of something quite equal to that offence for translating the 
article. I regret that our Conservatives are so angry with me and with 
your paper, which, they say, has no other aim than to make some Eng- 
lish chevaliers d'industrie proprietors of Java. Such nonsense as 
this our Tory papers are talking every day, and, what is worse, not 
only some people believe it, but even the present Liberal Minister 
of the Colonial Department has so much respect for Conservative 
opinions, that he has not the courage to solve the colonial question. 
Instead of applying a Radical measure, he laid before the M.P.s an 
Agrarian Bill, of which even the prudent Nieuwe Rotterdamache 
Courant said that it ought to be improved by amendments. My own 
opinion is that Mr. de Waal sbould be called upon to resign, and that 
the portfolio of the Colonial Department should be intrusted to a more 
Radical Minister. Mr. de Waal has made a very bad impression by 
appointing Mr. Nieuwenhuyzen as Vice-President of the Council of 
India, instead of conferring that important post upon Mr. Otto van 
Rees, who is so much feared by the Conservatives that they have 
named him ‘‘ King Otto.” It needs no assurance that the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Nieuwenhuyzen will make the worat impression in India. 

Some days ago a pamphlet was published by Mr. de Bruin, ex- 
director of the public works, on Java, to promote the establishment of 
&@ company for exploring the copper mines of the Island of Timour. 
The capital required is half a million of guilders. The plan is highly 
commended by the Liberal press. 

Rumours with regard to alterations in the Cabinet still circulate. 
It is now asserted that General Knoop, M.P., is to be appointed Minis- 
ter of the War Department. 

I regret to have to record the death of Rear-Admiral J. G. Huys. 
He died at the age of seventy-five years, at Leeuwarden. Mr. Lamb, 
the Bristol bankrupt, has arrived safely at Flushing, without the inter- 

' vention of our Government. The Opposition papers have made con- 
| siderable noise about this question,{but it was ‘‘ much ado about no- 
thing.” The Belgian, or rather Flemish, papers are trying to raise 
subscriptions for erecting a memorial upon the grave of the Flemish 
author, Jan van Ryawyk.

At the close of the year, on the 31st 
of March, 1869, there was still in hand, not distributed, £19,079 for 
slave and tonnage bounty, £7,333, for stores captured at Kertch and 
Yenikale, £5,937 from the Parliamentary grant of thirty days’ addi- 
tional pay to the naval forces for special service on the China station 
in 1856-58, £2,892 bounty for destruction of pirates, £1,413 irom cap- 
tures for breach of blockade of the Canton river in 1857, £1,214 for 
booty captured in China in 1857, £925 for booty captured in Pegu in 
1852-53, £828 for prize money in the Indian mutiny, £800 shares of 
prize money forfeited by desertion, &c. In the year 1868-69 £6,568 
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was received from owners of merchant vessels for salvage services ren- 
dered by Her Majesty's ships, and £3,210 of the moneys received for 
salvage services was distributed.

We understand that 5 arenas of an “East India, 
Asiatic, and American Telegraph Company” will be issued 


shortly. This company will lay submarine cables along the coast 
of China and in the Chinese Seas south to Singapore, and via the 
North Pacific Ocean to North America, thereby completing the 
telegraphic circuit of the globe. The promoters are understood 
already to have obtained the assent of the Chinese authorities at 


Peking and the promise of co-operation in aiding and protecting 
the work. The Navy Department of the United States’ Govern- 
ment have given instructions to their Asiatic squadron “to aid, 
assist, and protect” the undertaking, and similar directions are 
said to have been issued by the British Admiralty. The French 
and the Russian Governments will be solicited likewise to co- 
operate. The enterprise, it is added, “ will be British, European, 
Asiatic, and American in character, and iaternational in interest 
and protection.” In our next issue we shall be enabled to give 
further particulars of the scheme. 

The tenders for £325,000 in bills on India were received on 
Wednesday at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were 
—to Calcutta £311,500, and to Madras £13,500. The minimum 
price was fixed as before, viz., at 1s. 103d. on Calcutta and Madras. 
Tenders on the above presidencies at 1s. 114d. will receive about 
39 per cent.; those above that price in full. These results indi- 
cate a slight increase in the demand for remittance to the East. 

The Stock Exchange Committee have appointed Tuesday, 24th 
inst., a special settling day in the shares of the Falmouth, Gibral- 
tar and Malta Telegraph Company (Limited), to bemarked in the 
official lists. 

We understand that very satisfactory financial arrangements 
have been made on behalf of the Tanjong Pagar Dock Company, 
a sum of 250,000 dols. having been raised by an issue of preference 
shares at 7 per cent.

On the 20th inst. a fine ship, called the Hesperia, 500 tons burden, 
commanded by Captain Jarvis, laden with a valuable cargo, bound for 
Singapore, foundered in the river near Gravesend, after being in colli- 
sion with the Northumbria steamer, bound to Cardiff. The Hesperia 
left St. Katherine’s Docks on the 18th inst., and on arriving at the 
lower part of Gravesend Reach was brought to an anchor, and would 
have sailed on her voyage at daybreak the following day but for the 
unfortunate accident, which occurred about half-past one o’clock in the 
morning. The Northumbria is quite a new steamer, nearly 1,000 tons 
barden. It was her first voyage, and all that can be at present ascer- 
tained is that she ran into the Hesperia with such force as to bury her 
bows in that vessel, cutting her down to the water's edge. Fortunately 
for the crew of the Hesperia the Northumbria was unable to extricate 
herself for some time, thus enabling the crew to get safe on board, but 
directly she got clear the Hesperia went down at her anchors in deep 
water. The Northumbria put back and has arrived at Victoria Docks. 
It is represented that the Hesperia and her cargo were insured for 
£30,000. 

The already large and important steam fieet of Liverpool has just 
received a valuable addition in the case of the new and largo steamer 
Palm, owned by Mesars. Charles Horsfall and Sons; the Palm is brig- 
rigged. Her gross tonnage is 1,600, her nett about 961, and she can 
carry 2,500 tons of coal and cargo by measurement, or 1,900 tons dead 
weight, on a draft of 16} feet. Besides carrying a large quantity of 
sail, she is propelled by a screw worked by engines of 160-horse power 
nominal, but which with a pressure of 100 Ibs. to the square inch can 
be worked up to between 700 and 800-horse power, with which, on a 
consumption of 10 cwt. of coal per hour, she can, while drawing 16 feet, 
make 9$ knots per hour, an immense amount of speed on so small a 
consumption of coal. Yet, under the conditions named, she was tested 
and proved during her trial trip on the Clyde. She is divided into 
seven water-tight compartments by six iron bulkheads, which extend 
from the keel to the main deck, the latter of which is entirely of iron, 
and, combined with the bulkheads, give great strength and elasticity 
to the hull. Her engines are Macnab’s patent, with surface-condensers, 
the whole of the machinery being constructed on the principle of 
combining simplicity of structure with efficiency of working. The 





botlers for these engines are Ramsden’s patent —of the firm of Hebson 
and Rameden, consulting engineers, of Liverpool. The Palm is fitted with 
four patent steam winches, which are adapted to assist in all the deck 
working of the vessel, in loading and unloading cargo, lowering and 
raising the anchors, and also in working the pumps. This noble vessel 
was built by Messrs. Macnab and Co., shipbuildera and engineers, 
Greenock, under the special supervision of Mr. Douglas Hebson, con- 
sulting engineer, of Liverpool, and under the superintendence of 
Captain Brown, overlooker for Messrs. Horsfall and Sons. The builders 
also furnished, under the name supervision, the splendid engines and 
machinery of the ship. She has now nearly completed her loading, 
and will, it is expected, sail on her first voyage to Africa under com- 
mand of Captain Buchanan. 


CASUALTIES. 

The Zeebloem, Gollards, from Amsterdam tojBatavia, put into Rio 
Janeiro, July 20, with bowsprit broken. 

Advices from Cuxhaven, dated Aug. 16, state that the Panama, Niel- 
sen, bound to Hong Kong, grounded on Schaarhorn, when going out the 
day previous, but was assisted off on the 16th without damage. 

The Hesperia, Jarvis, from London to Singapore, foundered in Graves- 
end Reach on the 20th inst., having been run into by the Northumbria 
(s.8.), bound to Cardiff. 

The Eliza Laing, Jones, which sailed from Sunderland, Aug. 18, for 
Galle, put into Falmouth on the 20th inst, with loss of water. 





LAUNCHES. 


On the 11th inst. there was successfully launched from the building- 
yard of Messrs. C. R. Clover and Co., Woodside Ferry, Birkenhead, a 
beautiful iron clipper ship, named the Cumeria, which has been built 
for Messrs. Richd. Nicholson and Son, of Liverpool. She isa full-rigged 
ship of 1,380 tons B.a., and 1,275 tons register. Her length is 225 
feet; breadth, 37 feet; depth of hold, 22 feet 9 inches; and she is 
classed A (highest class) at Lloyd’s. The Cumeria, as regards strength, 
model, and finish, will compare favourably with any of the many fine 
East Indiamen launched by these celebrated builders, neither ability 
nor expense having been spared to make her one of the finest ships 
afloat. The general appearance and fitting of the Cumeria—being 
smooth-plated—is very fine ; her saloon is handsomely finished with 
polished fancy wood, the cciling, which is lofty, being white and gold; 
the ekylight is fitted with stained glass with views of Lanercost Abbey 
and Carlisle Castle, scenes in Cumberland, from which county she 
takes her name. The sleeping berths are light, airy, and commodious. 
Amidships there is a steam winch for loading and discharging cargo, 
working the pumps, windlaas, &c., and attached to the same boiler is 
a condenser for 200 gallons water per minute, and a circulating pump 
which acts as a powerful fire-engine. Directly after being launched 
the Cumeria was towed into the Queen’s Basin, where she will receive 
her masts, &c. Captain Joseph Brown, late of the ship Carlisle, be- 
longing to Messrs. Nicholson, has been appointed commander of the 
Cumeria, and she will be immediately placed on the berth for Calcutta. 

At Pallion, near Sunderland, on the 10th inst.,a fine iron sailing 
barque, about 682 tons register, was most successfully launched by 
Messrs. William Doxford and Sons, shipbuildersa. The name Garnock 
was given to her as she started on the ways by Miss Doxford, daughter 
of one of the builders. The vessel has been built for David Hunter, 
Esq., of Ayr, and is intended for the India trade. This is the second 
iron vessel Messrs. Doxford have built for the same firm. Captain 
Auld, late of the Inverary, will take command. 


We understand that Messrs. Scott and Co. have contracted with Mr 
Alfred Holt, of Liverpool, to build a screw-steamer of 1,800 tons and 
200 -horse power, to be employed in the China trade. The engines will 
be supplied by the Greenock Foundry Company. The new steamer 
will be sister to the Achilles, Ajax, and Agamemnon, built by Messrs. 
Scott and Co. for the same owner.
